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\ACOLLISION IN THE FOG 


OCBAN*STEAMERKS CRASH INTO 
HAOH OTHER. 

THE: BENISON: TOWED INTO PORT WITH 
GREAT HOLES IN HER BOW, AND OF 
THE EUREKA NOTHING IS KNOWN. 

Norrork, Va., May 7.—A collision oc- 
surred Sunday at about 12:15 P. M. 60 miles east 
by south of Cape. Henry, by which it is thought 
the large passenger ship Eureka of the Morgan 
Linge, running from New-York te New-Orleans,. 
Was-sunk with allon board. The British steam- 
ship Benison, Capt. Aitkennead, bound from Ma- 
tanzas, Cuba, to Philadelphia with a cargo of su- 
garin bags was the vessel which was in collision 
with the Eureka. The Benison arrived here yes- 
terday morning about 10 o'clock in towof the 
tugs Edwin Ludlow and Monarch, which had 
picked her up in Hampton Roads, to which 
point she had been towed by the steamship 
Hudson, also bound from New-York to New- 
Orleans. 

The Benison’s bow from the rail almost to her 
keel is erushed in for a distance of 10 feet, and 
the iron of which her hull was built is twisted and 
torn out of allsemblance to its former shape. The 


hole, through which the tide now ebbs and flows. 
Wouidalmost admit aceach and pair te be driven 
through it. In addition to this her plates are 
started for some distance abaft the main break, 
and the vessel would sink where sbe now lies 
were it not for the fact that she is on bottom and 
oan get ne further. Noneof the crew of the Beni- 
son were lost or hurt by the collision, but the 
sea which rushed into the break made by it 
cleared out the foreeastlie and many of them 
lost their kits and all their possessions. 

Capt. Aitkenhead of the Benison was seen by 
THe TIMEs’s correspondent soon after,his arrival 
here, and the rest of the story is best told in-his 
own words. Capt. Aitkenhead says: ‘The day 
was close and sultry and fogs hung heavy and 
thick, from time to time enveleping us. At the 
time for the midday observation for determin- 
ing our latitude and longitude the fog was 80 
thick that a ‘sight’ could not be had. This fail- 
ing, the next thing was to take a sounding to de- 
termine the character of the bottem, and thus 
fix our position. The steamship was stopped 
and the lead heaved. After the lead was 
hauled aboard with a good sample of bottom, 
the steamer was rung abead slow and I went 
Gown to look at the chart. By this time the 
fog had lifted somewhat, and while I was ex- 
amining the chart I was very much surprised 
to hear a biast of the steamer’s whistle, - as 
while on deck nothing was seen te makesuch a 
thing at all necessary. 

**T hastened on deck and found that while I 
was below the fog had falien on ug like a 
cloud, and it was almost impossible to see the 
length of the ship. I asked the mai9 what was 
the matter. He answered that there was a 
steamer just ahead. I asked how he knew, and 
he said that he heard her whistle, and told me 
to listen. Limmediately went to the bridge and 
ordered the helm hard aport, and the mate 
sprang to assist the man at the wheel. I caught 
hold of the whistle rope and gave several sharp 
blasts and received us a reply two blasts from a 
steamer [could not see. I, of course, in accord- 
ance with the regulations, ordered my helm to 
starboard though I had already swung several 
points to the eastward, and the unfortunate re- 
suit of this move was seen in less time than I 
oan tell it. 

“Just at this moment I heard the throb of 
the steamer’s engines and saw the line of foam 
around her bow, and rung the engines back 
full speed, but too late. The steamer was going 
full Speed and crossed our bows like a flash of 
lightning, and as we swung in obedience te 
the propellers we struck her bow on, just 
abaft the bridge on the starboard side. “he 
Benison rounded and spun around from 
the force of the blow, and the Eureka— 
such was the name seen on her bow 
by the mate when we  struck—rushed 
on into the fog and out of sight. After the Eu- 
reka had disappeared in the fog several blasts 
from her whistle and the sound of escaping 
Steam were heard. On the Benisen everything 
Was commotion, and the bvuats were ordered 
lowered and the crew inte them. But finding 
that we were not making much water, the crew 
did not getinto the boats and the firemen and 
engineers were ordered to start the pumps and 
quiet was restored. 

“ About a half hour afterthe collision the fog 
lifted, and when we looke@® around nothing of 
the Eureka could be seen. Shortiy after this a 
steamsbip hove in sight and answered our sig- 
nals of distress, and coming to us, proved to be 
the Hudson trem New-York. She lay by us 
untilthe hole inour bow had been partially 
covered with tarpaulins and then took usin tow, 
and we arrived in Hampton Reads, where we 
were taken in tow by the tags Ludlow and 
Monarch. During thetrip from the scene of the 
collision to Hampton Roads it was thought that 
the Benison would go down and all of the crew 
except the engineers were transferred to the 
Hudson.” 

Capt. Altkenhead noted his preliminary pro- 
test to-day, and a survey was held, which 
ordered him to unload that a further examina- 
tion might be made. Nothing has boen beard 
here up to this time from the Eureka, and the 
signal and life-saving stations along the coast, 
as far south as Hatteras, report that they have 
Been nothing of her. Itis barely possible that 
the Eureka may have gone south with the fog 
which enveloped both boats at the time of the 
collision, but this is not probable, and it is 
hardly to be thought that had the Eureka been 
in condition to “float.that she wouid have de- 
serted what might have been a sinking ship and 
perishing crew. Taking this view of the matter, 
shipping men here entertain the gravest fears 
for her safety. No wreekage of any kind has so 
far been reperted anywhere along the coast. 


J. T. Van Sickie, agent of Morgan’s Texas and 
Louisiana Railroad and Steamship Company, to 
which the Eureka belongs, yesterday: said to a 
TIMES reporter that he had received no further 


information than that there had beena collision. 
The Eureka was afreight steamer under com- 
mand of Capt. Quick, an able and experienced 
officer, and a crew all told of 38 men. She car- 
ried no passengers. From the fact that he had 
received no further advices he inferred that the 
Eureka was not so badly injured, but that she 
could proceed upon her way. It was hardly 
conceivable, he thought, that the vessel could 
have gone down at once and with all 
hands and nothing be known of it by the 
other colliding vessel. There was (no especially 
reugh weather, only a dense fog, and if the 
Eureka had been severely injured her crew 
would have taken to the boats, and either have 
been picked up by the Benison or proceeded di- 
rectly to Cape Henry or Norfolk. In the latter 
possibility nothing would likely be heard from 
the survivors before to-day. But it is nothing 
more than a bare possibility that the crew were 
compelled to take to the boats, because the 
dispatch says that the fog lifted in half an hour 
after the collision and the Benison put in at 
Norfolk. Ifthe crew of the Eureka had taken 
to the boats they would have been picked up or 
seen by the Benison. 

The Eureka is an iron screw steamer now in 
her fourth year of service. She was built at the 
i of William Cramp & Sons, Philadelphia, in 

884 She is 331.8 feet long, 42.6 feet wide, 
22.6 feet depth of hold, and hus a registered 
gross tonnage of 3,531.32 tons. 

Capt. Hawthorne of the steamer El Monte of 
the Morgan Line yesterday afternoon arrived in 
port. He reports that at 4:20 o0’clock Sunday 
afternoon, when 20 miles northeast of Hatteras, 
he passed between the whistles of two steamers. 


There was a dense feg prevailing at the time, 


buttbe sea was smooth. He thought at the 
time that the whistle on his port side was that 
of the Eureka. The steamers of the Morgan 
Line all have peculiar whistles, and they could 
be readily distinguished by them at a distance 
by any one familiar with them. The location, 
too, accords with the probable location of the 
Eureka at the time.

A BIG HOUSE EMBARRASSED. 


THE GREAT FIRM OF W. T. COLEMAN 
& CO. MAKES AN ASSIGNMENT. 

San FRANCISCO, May 7.—The commercial 
community was shocked this afternoon by the 
rumor that the firm of William T. Coleman & 
Co. had made an assignment. The credit of the 
firm had been so high that merchants refused to 
believe the rumor. Late this afternoon, how- 
ever, it was announced asa positive fact that 
Mr. Coleman had made an assignment, and that 
Louis Sloss and L. L. Baker were Assignees. 
The firm made the following official announce 
ment: 


“Being unable to immediately realize upon our 
assets and in view of pressing engagements in New- 
York, where call on us for money is urgent, wo 
have decided, in order to prevent depreciation of 
our property, to assign at this end. Our 
Assignees are Messrs. Louis Sloss and L. L. 
Baker. Our assets are .000,000 to $4,500,- 
000. Our Habilities are about $2,000,000. Our 
indebtedness in California, with the exception of 
sums of no magnitude, js confined to four banks and 
one individual. Untiliately we had hopes of being 
able to meet everything and place ourselves in ex- 
cellent shape. Our assets and properties are very 
large, notably borax properties, in which we have 
investments, The borax properties we value af 
$200,600, and have until late y had great hopes 
of selling it. In fact, negotiations were in a tair 
way to be consummated when the tariff bill placing 
borax on the free list tended to defeat our efforts in 
thie direction. We are, therefore, reluctantly com- 


' pelled to assign, and Mr. Coleman confidently teels 


that ourresources are sufficient with proper admin- 
istration to more than meet ali our engagements.” 

L. L. Baker of the firm of Baker & Hamilton, 
one of the Assignees, was seer this afternoon, 
andon being asked if the rumor of W. T. Cole- 
man’s failure was true, said: ‘‘I am very sorry 
to say it is. ‘Mr. Coleman came to me and said 
he wanted to make an assignment of all bis 
estate for tne benefit ef his crediters. His 
liabilities in California are very small, Eastern 
acceunts being the ones that have bothered 
him. Iam completely in the dark as to the 
firm’s standing, t believe they can pay more 
than 100 eents on the dollar.” 

Louis Sloss of the Alaska Commereial Com- 
pany, the other Assignee, said the fallure was a 
calamity. When a firm like Coleman & Co. had 
to go to ‘the wall it waa a disaster that ap- 
palied everybody. Had aps, ra other than 
Mr. Coleman asked im to become 
Assignee in his estate he would 
have refused, but-when an honorable, upright, 
thoroughly respected man like William I. Cole- 
man came to him and asked hith te take posses- 
sion, then he had nothing to say and just took 
possession. He did not know how the affair 
would pan out, but he was certain the firm 
would 3 the right thing by everybody. 

“To-morrow,” said Mr. Sloss, “we will have a 
look into the estate and will then be able to give 
you more infermation. I believe myself that 
the assets will cover the liabilities. Frem Mr. 
Coleman’s personal statement to me I know his 
liabilities in California are very small.” 

A reporter saw Carl Colemanand Frank & 
Johnsen at the office of the firm. Mr. Johnson 
said, handing him the official sheet, “‘I can’t 
tell you any more than that statement contains. 
Itis all thatcan be said. We had been fearing 
the calamity for several days, but hoped to avoid 
it. It was too much for us, and not until 15 
minutes ago did we feel it absolutely necessary 
to issue a statement to the press. Say what you 
will of us, but treat as kindly. Treat us as we 
have treated those with whom we have done 
business. We-expect to come out all right.” 


STRUCK BY A BARGE TOW. 


A LIVELY TIME WITH TBE NORTH 
ATLANTIC ‘ SQUADRON. 

NEw-ORLEANS, May 7.—The pouring rain 
this afternoon effectually checked the large 
number of sightseers who have lately crowded 
the decks of the men-of-war at anchor off this 
city, and the jovial tars had settled themselves 
down to overhaul their kits with every prospect 
of enjoying a quiet afternoon to themselves, 
when along string of barges belonging to the 
St. Louis and Mississippi Valley’ Transportation 
Company was made out coming dewn the river 


in tow of the steamer Future City and apparent- 
ly making adead set for the Atlanta, the furthest 
vessel of the squadron up stream, as though 
they were bent upon her destruction. 
In spite of every effort, the collision 
eould not be avoided, and erash, bang, the whole 
tow went, dividing -at the bow of the Atlanta 
and leaving oné of the barges impaled upon the 
steel cruisersram. The shock started her from 
her anchorage, and down stream she arifted 
with her helpless and unwelcome load hanging 
across her prow. The hole let the water iuto the 
barge until the top of her deck house, which is 
usually some 15 feet abeve water, was awash. 

Another anchor was let go from the Atlanta, 
but that failed to hold both ship and barge 
against the tremendous river current, al- 
though it somewhat ohecked the dnfting 
and kept the two from fouling the Galena, 
the next in line, with whith the remainder of 
the tow had now collided, carrying away her 
chain, allowing ber to adrift down the current 
and sinking one of the barges. There was quite 
a race between the two men-of-war adrift, but 
the Galena being leas inoumbered, got away in 
time to be taken in charge’ by some tugs that 
had hastened to the rescue, and was safely se- 
eured to a dock ip Algiers, on the opposite side 
of the river to New-Orleans, having apparently 
sustained but little injury exsept to her anchor 
chains and forward stays. Meanwhile the tow 
having effectually broken up this portion of 
Admiral Luce’s fleet, left the little Yantic and 
the Ossipee and made for larger game, the 
old Richmond, aboard which it must have 
looked very squally for a while, as steamer, 
barges, and tugs in apparently one confused 
mass swept down as though about to surround 
the veteran and take her along without ever 
inquiring as to her willingness to submit to sueh 
disrespectful treatment. A happy sheer on the 
part of a tug that Led some to her assistance 
saved the flagship from serious disaster. She 
lost only her dolphin striker, had a few 
scratches on her bow, and was dragged some 
little distance down stream, leaving, however, 
in the stde of one ef the barges a gaping hole 
between 20 and 30 feet long, which gave proof 
of the severity of the blow. 

The tugs Corsaic and Wood, after much pulling 
and hauling, finally succeeded in separating the 
Atlanta and her unwelcome antagonist. The 
large cargo of the latter, consisting of flour, hay, 
and other perishable merchandise, was almest a 
total loss, , 

To-morrow the Mayor of New-Orleans makes 
an official call upon Admiral Luce, and it ia un- 
derstood will extend the freedom of the city to 
the Aamiral and his officers during their visit, 
which will close on the 12th inst. 


FOUR PROMINENT OITIZENS DEAD. 

BuFFALo, N. Y., May 7.—Four men known 
to the entire city have passed away within 24 
hours—Erastus B. Seymour, a cousin of Gov. 
Seymour, was the first of the quartet to die. For 


many years he,in partnership with Chandler 
J. Wells, was prominently connected with lake, 
— and elevator interests. He was 83 years 
old. 
The second was Asaph 8. Bemis, a kale and 
hearty old man who had’confidently expected to 
become a centenarian. He was 72 years old. 
Born in Buffalo, he had always taken a lively 
interest in her affairs, and prospered as 
she grew and flourished. In his early 
life he was a sailor, rising to the 

osition of master, aud from 1846 to 

857 he was engaged in the forwarding busi- 
ness, at the same time owning several vessels. 
He had made a fortune by that time. From 
1862 te 1873 he was United States Supervising 
Inspector of Steamboats of the Ninth District. 
He was prominent in Republican polities. 

Edwin Gilbert, who has been a leading malt- 
sterand grain mervhant for 25 years, died thia 
morning aged 68 years. He was widely known 
in the trade. 

The head of the extensive wholesale grocery 
and drug firm of Powell & Plimpton died this 
afternoon. William Powell was 63 years old,

ALGER MICHIGAN'S CHOICE 


THE REPUBLICAN CONVEN- 
TION 10 MEET TO-DAY. 
PROTECTION TO BE MADE A MAIN 

ISSUE BY THE PARTY IN THE COM- 
ING PRESIDENTIAL CAMPAIGN. 
Detroit, Mich., May 7.—The only interest 
that attaches to the Republican State Conven- 
tion, which meets at Grand Rapids to-morrow, 
is purely the personal one as to who shall have 
the honor of being the four delegates at large to 
the Chicago Convention. Half of the Congres- 
sional districts have already chosen their dele- 
gates, and the other half will gather in district 
meetings at the State Convention and make 
their choice, but there 1s a lively scramble for 
the four chief positions, the Hon. John K. Bates 
of Hudson, Robert E. Fraser of thts city, ex- 
Congressman Horr of Saginaw, ex-Lieut.-Gov. 
M.S. Crosby of Grand Rapids, and the Hon. 
James M. Turner of Lansing being the most 
prominently mentioned thus far, with plenty of 
back counties yet to hear from. 
The matter of Presidential choice is settled 
Ex-Gov. Russell A. 
Alger of Detroit will be voted for at Chicago by 


the selid Michigan delegation, and will be sus- 
tained as long as there is any hope of accom- 
plishing anything. Michigan Republieans have 
aecepted Mr. Blaine’s Flerence letter as conclu- 
sively withdrawing him from the field, and there 
is not discernible any sympathy with a tricky 
movement to stampede the convention 
in tavor of the Maine man. While 
he has had hosts of ardent friends 
in this State heretofore, and has still 
many warm admirers, it is safe to say that the 
delegation to Chicago will not cast their votes 
for him untilit is madeclear that the tide is 
sweeping irresistably in that direction. All the

Michigan, _ al- 
though cut into two parts by ‘three of the 
largest bodies of fresh water in the world, is 
tot the greatest salt-producing State in the 
Jnien, and it looks with distrust upon any 
movement by any party that will cripple 
this vast industry. It Gannot stand free 
raw tmateriais, is the verdict from every 
one of the over seven hundred sections of the 
State heard from. The eondition of the party is 
declared to ve far better than at this period 
either four, three, or two yearsago. The license 
law has sensibly weakened the Prohibition 
Party, and many of them are slowly drifting 
back to their old political moorings. There is 
no likelihood of a combination between the 
Greenbackers and the Democrats, and no out- 
ward evidence at this time of any fusion of any 
kind. Gov. Alger is sincerely favored for first 
pe on the national ticket, but sheuld he not 
e selected Michigan Republicans have strong 
hopes of his selection for second place, and say 
that if he is so named the State can be put back 
safely into the unquestioned Republican column 
by 30,000 majority.

AN EXPERT MARKSMAN KILLED. 

DETROIT, May 7.—The parents of Robert 
Delisle, the expert marksman, who reside in this 
city, received word this morning that ten days 
or two weeks ago he was accidentally killed at 
Boerne, Kendall County, Texas, on the ranch 
known as the old Don Carlos cattle ranch.

|HOW GOV. HILL’S VETO WAS 


RECHIVED BY THE SENATE. 
HIS ATTEMPT TO COMPROMISE ON THE 
HALF-HOLIDAY REPEAL—A VETO OF 
THE HIGH-LICENSE LAW FEARED. 
ALBANY, May 7.—Gov. Hill has vetoed 
the bill of Senater Walker repealing the half- 
holiday law except during the months of June, 
July, August, and September. He sent for 
Mr. Walker before the Senate convened this 
evening, and asked him to recall the 
bill and have it amended so as to 
provide for whole Saturday holidays during 
three of the Summer months. The Senator 
declined to grant the request. He had, he said, 
great trouble in getting the Senate and the As- 
sembly to agree to the bill in its present shape; 
he had grave doubts about any amendments 
being adopted at this late hour in the seasion, 
and he did not care to assume the responsibility 
that would naturally fall upon him in the event 
of thebill being recalled and dying upon his 
hands. He preferred that the Governor should 
assume all responsibility. 


The Governor was surprised at the Senator’s 


attitude. Unless he vetoed the bill to-night it 
would become a law; so he sat down and dic- 
tated a veto. In view of the compromise which 
he had offered to make, his message sounded 
funny enough. The Senaters could not refrain 
from laughing as they listened to its reading. 
It was David clear through, demagogue and all. 
Another attempt to pass another bill will prove 
unsuccessful and it will not be made. 

The impression seemed to prevail here last 
week that Gov. Hill would allow the High-Li- 
cense bill to become a law without his signature. 
contenting himeelf with filing a message in the 
office of the Secretary of State to the effect that 
while he did not approve of such a law he would 
not, in the face of the fact that a strong 
sentiment in favor of high license exists 
in the State, assume the responsibility 
of vetoing it. The Governor will have 
until 12 o’clock next Wednesday night 
to determine his course. So far as can be as- 
certained from his most intimate friends he has 
told nobody what he intended to do. It 18 a 
noticeable fact, however, that these Democrats 
who were disposed to believe the bill would be- 
come a law are now inclined to believe that it 
will be vetoed. This impression is very strong 
with some Demoerats who have access to the 
Executive Chamber. Bets of $70 to $25 that a 
veto will be forthcoming are freely offered by 
the liquor dealers of this town. 

Senator Pierce caught his associates napping 
this evening and moved to progress his Western 
Union Claim bill from its position in general 
orders to a place on the third reading calendar. 
Nobody objected and the bill went upward with 
abouna. Senator Linson ee detect- 
ed the performanee and inquired whether this 
was not the bill to allow the Court of Claims 
to pass upon the Western Union claim amount- 
ing to nearly $200,000. Mr. Pierce replied in 
the affirmative, but added that it was his inten- 
tion when the billis reached to strike out the 
Western Union Company and allow the other 
companies that are interested to go it alone. 

“ And will not the passage ef such an act this 
year establish a principle of which the Western 
Union can come hereand take advantage next 
year?” inquired Senator Kellogg. 

Senator Pierce thought it would. Senator 
Coggeshall made a little speech in which he said, 
in effect, that he had been rsuaded to vote 
for this class of claims believing them to be 
right. To which Senators Linson and Kellogg 
both reterted that the enactment of such a law 
simply meant the giving to the Horn Silver Min- 
ing Company, the Western Union, and others a 
gratuity taken from the pockets of the taxpay- 
ers. The hour was late, several Senators said 
they were hungry, and by mutual consent it 
was decided to take up to-morrow a motion made 
by Mr. Linson that the Pierce bill ve restored to 
its former place on the calendar. 

The Grain Elevator bill, which was a special 
order in the Senate to-night, was, at Senator 
Erwin’s suggestion, made aspecial order for 
noon to-morrow. {t begins to look as if Frank- 
lin Woodraff's visit to Albany has not been in 
vain. The destroying angel has fixed his eye 
upon this bill. 

The Senate passed bills allowing street rail- 
roads to be run through the tranaverse streets 
crossing Central Park; prohibiting fishing with 
nets in the watersof Raritan Bay, a bill thas 
will keep the menhaden fishermen out at sea, 
and permitting New-York City to issue $250,- 
000 worth of bonds to pay for connecting the 
old and new aqueducts. 

Senator O'Connor has got his bill reorganizing 
the Board of Brooklyn Bridge Commissioners to 
#® third reading in the upper house. 

The ancient Harvey claim for compensation 
for the invention of the elevated ratiroad sys- 
tem of New-York was in a fair way of being 
killed, after an attack from Senator Cantor, and 
Senator Hawkins, who has it in charge, had it 
laid one side. 

The Assembly Exeise Committee to-night re- 
bes favorably, and the Assembly passed, the 

imball bill providing for a commission-to re- 
Vise the excise lawsof the State.‘ This is the 
bill which was introduced in the Assembly some 
weeks ago, a few minutes before the recep- 
tion of Gov. Hili’s message advising the 
creation of sueh a commission. Some slight 
changes were made in the bill, the names of 
the commission in the bill passed being: Dr. 
Howard Crosby, ex-Surrogate D. G. Rollins, ex- 
Assemblyman Fred W. Kruse of Cattaraugus 
Ceunty, Max B. Stern, ex-Collector James 8. 
Smart of Washington County, Gallus Thoman, 
and ex-Attorney General Denis O’Brien. But 
twe votes were cast against the bill in the 
eee and it now goes to the Senate. 

Judge Yates’s bill, amending the military code 
governing the State militia, passed the Assem- 
bly to-night. It provides a garrison court-mar- 
tial, gives the officers of companies power to 
appoint non-commissioned officers,and inereases 
the pay of Sergeants from $1 50 to $2 a day and 
of Sergeant-Majors from $2 50 to $3. 

By a bill of Senator Langbein’s, which has now 
passed both houses of the Legislature, the Fac- 
tory Inspector is given a little additional power, 
being authorized to enforce the apprentice law. 

Though the agents and Wardens of the State 
prisens often handle large sums of money their 
bonds are only $25,000. The insufficiency of 
such a bond is apparent when it is noted that 
in one instance last year Warden Brush re- 
ecived from the State Controller a warrant for 
$180,000, and May 1 of this year received an- 
other warrant fer $114,000. A bill introduced 
in the Senate by Mr. Linson increasing the bonds 
to $50,000 and giving the Controller the right 
to require new bonds at any time, has passed 
both branches of the Legislature. 

Mr. Sheaof New York had impressed upon 
him in the Assembly this evening the danger of 
having the reputation of fathering bad leygisla- 
tion. Two months ago Mr. Shea introduced 

authorizing corperations with de- 
fective articles of inoorporation to cor- 
rect the same. It was suggested at the 
time that the object of the bili was 
to help the cable railway gang along the road 
to a good legal standing. Mr. Shea insisted 
that it was merely to aid a struggling Afriean 
church, upon whose certificate of incorporation 
there was no seal. The Assembly Judiciary 
Committee absorbed this information, but 
reported the bill with an amendment 
excluding from its operation the New- 
York’ Cable Railway Company. Mr. Shea 
wanted this bill passed when it came ba to- 
night, but Mr. Sheehan, Mr. Blumenthal of New- 
York, Mr. Ainsworth, Mr. Crosby, and others 
did not like the looks of itand they talked vig- 
orously against it. Mr. Sheehan pointed out 
that nobody in the Assembly was pre- 
pared to say positively just what the 
name of the cable railway company really is, 
and it might speaxin under the bill Mr. Coon 
of Oswego said it would gaivanize into life téle- 
graph and telephone companies that are now 
dead. Mr. Saxton had the bill amended so as to 
exclude from its operations “any railway or 
railroad companies,” but even in that shape a 
quorum could not be found te vote upon the 
measure and it had to be laid aside.

DAVID WILL NOT HAVE MIT. 
HE SNUBS PUBLIC SENTIMENT AND 
VETOES THE HALF-HOLIDAY REPEAL. 
ALBANY. N. Y., May 7.—The following 


is the textof the veto of the Haif-Holiday Re- 
peal act. 


‘STATE OF NBW-YORK, EXECUTIVE aE 


ALBANY, N. Y¥., May 7, 1888. 
To the Senate: 


Senate pill Ne. 105, entitlea “An act to further 
amend chapter 27 of the laws of 1875, entitled as 
amended by chapter 30 of the Laws of 1881, ‘An 
aet to designate the holidays to be observed in 
the aceeptance and pay ment of billa of exchange, 
bank checks, and promissory notes, and relating 
te the clesing of public offices and to repeal 
chapter 461 of the laws of 1887,’” is herewith 
returned without approval. 

This measure proposes to abolish what is 
known as the present Saturday half holiday and 
to substitute iu its place a Saturday half holiday 
during the four months of June, July, August, 
and September. The half holiday law thus pro- 
posed to be repealed or modified went into effect 
scarcely a year ago.. It met with considerable 
Opposition from the start, and it must be con- 
ceded that it has not secured that degree of pub- 
lic favor that was anticipated. Nevertheless, it 
is evident that the law has not had a thorough 
trial. One year is scarcely a sufiicient period in 


which to test the merits of such an innovation, . 


and it would seem as though a sound publie 
policy would dictate the continuance of the law

for at least another year, when, if it does not 
prove reasonably satisfactory, it can readily be 
moditied. 

There should not be se much fickleness in our 
legislation. While laws should of course reflect 
public sentiment they should not be disturbed 
with every passing change of public opinion. 
Every law when ounce enacted should have a 
thorough and impartial trial and should not be 
hastily or inconsiderately repealed. This course 
will prevent the original enactment of unwise 
and doubtful measures and will secure more 
steadiness and consistency In our legislation. 

It is the experience of every thoughtful ob- 
server that there are many laws passed one 
year only to be repealed the next, and this evi- 
dence of vacillation and inconstancy should be 


_avoided. It should not be expected that such 


an innovation as that of the Saturday half-hol- 
iday law would be entirely satisfactory tu all 
portions of the people, especially at the very 
threshold of its inauguration. . But the interests 
of no one class are to be solely consulted, but 
the advantages to the community as a whole 
and “to the masses of the people are 
rather to be considered. There are undoubtedly 
inconveniences to many persons occasioned by 
its enforcement; but its enforcement, with afew 
exceptions, is not compulsory. It affects banks 
only as regards the payment, presentment, or 
protest of commercial paper on the day, and 
public offices are permitted to be legally closed; 
but aside from these exceptions all ether bus- 
iness may be transacted if the people desire to 
transact it. The law may be regarded as simply 
declaratory of the public desire that the people 
should observe the day, but it provides no pen- 
alties for its vioiation. The peeple need not 
observe the Saturday half holiday any more 
than Washington’s Birthday, the Fourth of July, 
or Decoration Day unleas they prefer to do so. 
It ia a matter to be largely regulated by public 
sentiment, and the advocates of the movement 
may well insist that it is fairly entitled to a 
longer trial to demonstrate its growing benefits. 

It must be admitted that innovations of this 
charseter have alwaysmet with violent op- 
position, but it is evident that the tendencies of 
the age favor more opportunities for recreation, 
and it is wiae to recognize the fact. There is no 
actual necessity for the constant and excessive 
labor that characterized former days. Labor- 
Saving machinery and improvements in every 
sphere of life have lightened many of the bur- 
dens of humanity. Fourteen hoursa aay former- 
ly constituted a legal day’s work; then a day’s 
work was reduced to 12 hours, and then to 10 
hours, and even the demand for less hours of 
labor is now receiving respeetful consideration. 
Public schools were formerly required to be 
— the whole of every Saturday; afterward 
only o half day on each Saturday, and now they 
are wholly discontinued on that day. 

Recreation is desirablé, as well as rest and re- 
ligious worship. If Sunday is the only day on 
which recreation is possible to a large portion of 
our pepulation, it will of necessity be used by 
them for that purpose. Our American Sunday 
will be better observed by setting apart the 
whole or part of Saturday for the recreation and 
amusement which is now being crowded into 
Sunday. 

Butit is unnecessary to reiterate the well- 
known arguments in favor of the continuance 
ofthe Saturday half-holiday all the year round, 
Many of them are not without consideravle 
force. The propriety of such a holiday during 
the Summer months is beyond question, as 
the brief experience of the past year has 
settled that point. 
sirability during the remainder of the year 
there is no doubt that another year’s experience 
under the present law will be a better test of its 
merits, and I think it is fairly entitled to the 
benefit of such further trial. Having originally 
recommended the half-holiday law, and the 
Legislature in its wisdom having seen tit one 


- year ago to enact it, [do not think that [ would 


be justified in reversing my previous action after 
so brief a trial as the lawhas now had. For 
these reasons I cannot consistently approve 
this measure, DAVID B. HILL. 


LOST IT IN S100K GAMBLING. 


A BOSTON STOCK BROKER EXCHANGE 
CHARGED WITH EMBEZZLEMENT. 

Boston, May 7.—J. Benjamin Palmer, a 
member of the Boston Stock Exchange, was ar- 
rested late last night at his home in Peabody 
charged with the embezzlement of 100 shares of 
West End Land Company stock valued at 
$2,500 and 200 shares of New-York and New- 
England Railroad stock valued at $9,000, the 
property of Thomas W. Flinn of 147 Lexington- 
street, Boston. Palmer was to-night brought to 
this city and held in $20,000 bail. The arrest 
was not entirely unexpected, as ever since Pal- 
mer’s failure, about a week ago, rumors regard- 
ing his financial integrity had been afloat. 
It was understood, however, that in 
some, if not all, instances settlements had been 
made. Thisis undoubtedly true regarding his 
dealings with the members of the Exchange, for 
up to the present time the Exchange has taken 


no action regarding his case. Palmer occupied 
an office at 53 State-street, and was quite a 
young man, only 26 years of age. He was very 
genial and popular. As is usual in such cases, 
his customers deposited securities with him, and 
up to the present time the following sums were 
left in his keeping, and are said to have been 
used by him: Thomas W. Flinn of Flinn Broth- 
ers, tailors, at 230 Washington-street, $11,500; 
James J. Costello, $16,000; one of the tirm of 
Hyneman Brothers, cigar dealers on Post 
Office-square, $4,000; Henry P. Veith, resatau- 
rant keeper, $6,500, and H. G. Flinn, junier 
member of the firm of Flinn Brothers, $3,000. 
Palmer had for some time been a vigorous 


“bear on the market, and was caught short on 


Athison West End land and New-York and New- 
England stocks. Then he called on his father- 
in-law, Jacob Osborne of Peabody, for tinancial 
aid to bolster him up until the tideturned. This 
assistance was given until Osborne had sunk 
$19,000. Then came the end. It 1s alleged that 
Palmer used the stocks in bis hands owned by out- 
side customers to save himself fremruin. Still 
the market continued to boom until there was 
no way out. It was the same old story told 
many times before. 

Palmer’s creditors were to have held a meet- 
ing to-day, but the action of Flynn in causing 
his arrest has precipitated matters. Ascher Hyne- 
mann of the wholesale cigar house of Hynemann 
Brothers claims to be a loser to the amount 
of $4,000, and Henry P. Veith of $60,000. James 
J. Costello of Charlestown is also a heavy loser. 
Palmer’s entire assets is his seatin the Ex- 
chaage, worth $14,000, and his liabilities are 
estimated at $50,000. He will probably be ex- 
pelled from the Exchange. 

Mr. Palmer’s counsel denies on his client’s be- 
half that there- was anything criminal in the 
latter's transaction with Mr. Flinn, on whose 
complaint the arrest was made. He claims that 
the books will show only legitimate dealings 
from first to last. Flinn, he said, was dealingin 
margins, aud the money which he paid over was 
to make good the fluctuations of the market. 
Mr. Palmer’s counsel says that all misunder- 
standing will be cleared up. Mr. Palmer will go 
into bankruptcy, and money that he has paid to 
settle the demands of one or two men must be 
repaid for the benefit ofvall the creditors. Coun- 
sel claimed that Mr. Palmer was the victim of 
deliberate blackmail. The first time he paid 
money that was demanded because his wife was 
so seriously ill; this time he refused to pay and 
he was arrested in consequence.

REFUSED 10 RECOGNIZE THEM. 

The Kings County Democratic General 
Committee refused last night to recognize the 
primary elections held in Gravesend and New- 
Utrecht on Friday last on the ground that the 
rules and regulations of the General Committee 
in regard to the use of a regular roll book had 
not been eomplied with. The three members 
from Gravesend protested against such action, 


and wanted to have their protest spread upon 
the minutes, but by a large majority it waa laid 
upon the table. The delegates elected from these 
towns to the Twelfth Assembly District Con- 
vention to be lteld to-night will not be permitted 
to exercise any of their privileges as delegates. 

When the disputed primaries had been dis- 
posed of the committee received a surprise in 
the shape of a resolution to act upon the new 
delegation sent from New-Utrecht. These were 
read off, and the name of George 8. Francis was 
found substituted for that of Cornelius Fur- 
gueson, the friend of John Y. McKane. Fur- 
gueson’s son was still one of the delegates, and 
this new list of names was accepted. Before ad- 
journing the General Committee adopted a lot of 
changes in the by-laws, one of which made the 
General Committee a court of appeal in case of 
disputes in ward associations, and another pro- 
vided for the increase of the Campaign Commit- 
tee from 15 to 30 members.

FAMOUS STABLES BURNED. 

The Sound View Stock Farm stables of Rich- 
ard B. Conklin, at Greenport, were completely de- 
atroyed by fire which broke out at 2:30 o’clock yes- 
terday morning.

LOGROLLING FOR $20,000,000 


THE RIVER AND HARBOR 
JOB PUT THROUGH. 
SEVEN VOTES MORE THAN THE NECES- 
SARY TWO-THIRDS CAST FOR IT— 
THE TARIFF REFORM TIDE RISING. 

WASHINGTON, May 7.—The River and 
Harbor bill was passed this afternoon under a 
suspension of the rule, and by a margin of 
seven votes more than were actually needed. 
The oppusitien to its passage was slight, 
and it scarcely needed the half hour 
aliotted to the two sides in which ta 
express themselves. As passed the bill appro- 
priates $25,000 more than it did wren reported. 
The items for the “Land Creek” of South 
Carolina, for Sabine Passa, and for other 
more or less useful waterways remain. 
Buttermilk Channel, for which $30,000 
was allowed by the committee, gets an 
advance to $100,000; the appropriatiun 
for Gowanus Bay is increased from $10,000 te 
$20,000, and an appropriation of $10,000 for 
Jefferson Harbor is added. But the Glen Cove 
Harbor improvement gets $10,000 instead 
of $20,000, and the Harlem River im- 
provement fund is cut from $150,000 te 
$75,000. The comparatively and absolutely 
useless items were left in because it was well- 
known that to lose the votes of Texas, South 
Carolina, and other States would make it diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, to secure the two-thirds 
vote required to pass the bill under a suspen- 
sion of the rules. It was constructed on 
the log rolling principle, and if any of its parts 
had been detatched, there would have been 
great danger that the whole thing would 
have fallen to pieces. As it was 1t 
did not command all the votes of New- 
York. Bacon, Bliss, T. J, Cambell, and Mer- 
Timan, Democrats, and Belden, Republican, 
voted against it. Bryce, Cox, Tracey, Demo- 
crates, and Baker, Deiano, Farquhar, Hopkins, 
Moffitt, Nutting, Sawyer, Sherman, and Weber, 
Republicans, voted for it. The only way in 
which it could be passed was that chosen 
by the committee for getting it through. 
It carried nearly $20,000,000, and will 
probably receive additions in the Sen- 
ate, and be completed in conference 
committee. The “leaders” were not followed 
to-day. On the Democratic side Mr. Mills, both 
Breckinridges, Cox, Randall, and MeMillin voted 
for the bill. On the Republican side Reed, 
Phelps, Cooper, Dingley, Henderson of Iowa, 
and Hitt opposed it. The opposing vote was 
made up of i Democrats and 48 Republicans.

The President sent to the House this afternoon 
&@ veto message Of a bill which had been pressed 
with much vigor and persistency by Mr. Perkins 
of Kansas, and which had been stubborniy 
opposed by Mr. McAdoo of New-Jersey. It 


proposed to allow certain settlera, who bad oc- 
cupied lands in Kansas allotted many years ago 
to some New-York Indiana, to take the lands at 
$2 50 an acre. The case for the settlers was 
made out by Mr. Perkins su successfully that a 
majority of the House passed the measure. Ii 
turned out the Interior Department knew noth- 
ing about the matter, and there did not appear 
to be any anxiety on the part of the Indians 
concerned to strike the bargain suggested by 
the promoters of the measure. In his message 
the President makes substantially the follow- 
ing statement of facts: 

Prior to the year 1838 a number of bands and 
tribes of New-York Indians had obtained 500,- 
000 acres of land in the State of Wisconsin 
upon which they -:proposed to reside. in th¢ 
year above named a treaty was entered int¢ 
between the United States and these Indian: 
whereby these lands were relinquished to the 
Governmentin consideration of a tract of land 
now in the State of Kansas, aggregating 1,824,- 
000 acres, being 320:acres for each Indiau 
as their number was then computed. 
The treaty, among other things, provided 
that such of these tribes asgj did. not 
accept the treaty within tive years should for: 
feit all rights under the same. In 1842 some of 
the Indians settled upon the lands, but how 
many is not known. In 1846 they were fol- 
lowed by 200 others of theirtribe. From that 
time until as late as 1860 the reports of Indian 
Agents and others show that these Indians were 
the victims of persistent and often cruel perse 
eutions by the whites, who sought to get posses- 
sion of their fertilelands. In1878 the Secretary 
of the Interior, in a report, says that from death 
and the hostility of the settlers all of the Indians 
gradually relinquished theirselections until only 
32 remained in 1860. In that year certificates 
were issued to these 32 Indians, who still sur- 
vived, with a view to securing to them their 32¢ 
acres each. But the hostile whites prevented their 
peaceful occupancy, and in 1865 27 of the cer- 
tificates were returned undelivered. An officia) 
report by the Secretary of the Interior, dated 
Feb. 16, 1871, says these lands are now all of 
nearly all ocoupied by white persons who have 
driven the Indians from their homes, and rec- 
ommeuds that some action be taken by Con- 
gress. Iwo years later an act was passed per- 
mitting bona fide claimants aud occupants of 
the 32 allotments to purchase 160 acres of the 
same at an appraised valuation, and providing 
that the money should be paid into the Treasury 
for the benefit of the indians. About 880 acres 


_of the land were sold, producing $4,058. The 


priee paid was in no case less than $4 50 por 
acre. Itis proposed in this bill to sell te those 
bona fide claimants who failed to purchase 
under the !aw of 1870 the remainder of the land 
at $2 50 per acre. The President in his mes 
sage says that he can see no fairness or justice 
in permitting these lands to be seld at a mucl 
legs S gees than that paid by their neighbors in 
18738, and concludes as follows: 

“The occupancy upon these lands of the set 
tlers seeking relief and of the grantors is based 
upon wrong, Violence, and oppression. A con- 
tinuation of the wrongful exclusion of these In- 
dians from their lands should not inure to the 
benefit of the wrongdoers. The opportunities 
afforded by the law of 1873 were negieeted, per- 
haps, in the hopé and belief that death weuld 
remove the Indians, who by their appeals for 
jastice annoyed those who had driven them 
from their bomes, and, perhaps, in the expecta- 
tion that the heedlessness of the Govern- 
ment concerning ite obligations tothe Indians 
would supply easier terms. The idea is too 
prevalent that, as against those who by emigra- 
tion and settlement upon our frontier extend 
our ¢ivilization and prosperity, the rights of the 
Indians are of but little consequence. But it 
must be absolutely true that no development 
is genuine or valuable based upon the 
violence and cruelty of individuals or the faith: 
lessness of a Government. While it might not 
result in exact justice or precisely rec the 
Wrongs committed, it may well be thatio exist | 
ing circumstances the interests of the allosiers - 
or their heirs demand an adjustment of the kin¢

IT suggest that any bill which is passed te adjust 
therights of these Indians by such a general 
plan as is embodied in the bill herewith re- 
turned, should provide for the payment by the 
settlers within a reasonable time of an ap- 
praised value, and that in case the same is not 
ae by the respective occupants, that the lands

The opponents of the Tariff bill are in a great 
state of irritation about the approaching eaucus 
of Democrats. Already they are heard protest- 


ing vigorously against the idea of conducting 
legislation by a fraction of the House, 
jiorgetting that all legislation is sbaped 
by the Gommittees of the House, and 
that the committees are fractional bodies. The 
majority of Democrats, including some of the 
men who would giadly see the bill changed in 
mauy respects, and who would perhaps be in- 
clined to vote to restore old duties in particular 
instances, do not agree with the te- 

ublican critics of the caucus, To the 

emocrats it appears to be a great dea 
better to have a meeting of Democrats to hear 
what members on that side propose to offer in 
the way of amendments after the general debate 
has closed, and to decide by a vote of the caucus 
whether these amendments snali be approved 
or rejected. Very few of the Democratic 
members, if any, and not more than three or 
four, probably, will insist upon voting for 
amendments not approved in the caucus. Tho 
gain will be the consolidating of the Democratic 
vote by removing, if practicable, causes of ob- 
jection to the bill, procuring a substantial and 
disciplined body of voters, and in placing 
the Republicans in the position of voting 
if they choose, constantly in epposition to any 
revision of the existing tariff. Thereis reason 
to doubt whether the Republicans will find 
it possible to range a solid vote against 
all the items of the bill Already 
the effect of criticism from Republican 
papers, not even suspected of “ Mugwumpery,” 
ls being felt. Some of the Republican papersare 
plainly warning the representatives of their 
party that they may go too far in their opposi- 
tion, that the necessity for a reduction in 
revenue is generally admitted, and the im- 
portance of securing it by a cutting off 
of tariff taxes is more and more freely 
conceded. The danger feared in case 
of a combined Republican refusal to heipin the 
work of tariff reform, is that the growing de- 
mand for aflirmative action may develop into a 
tide which will sweep away all obstacles and 
leave the protectionists, who cannot agree to 
make any proposition, high and dry and how!}- 
ing and beyond the reach of help. The 
break in the discussion of the tariff bill to-day 
extends the time for closing gencral debate one 
day. A week from to-morrowit is expecied that 
Mr. Carlisle and Mr. Reed will be heard. The 
two Breckinridges are also to be heard during 
the last week, and Mr. McKinley, one of the best 
speakers on the Republican side, will take the 
floor prebably the latter part of this week. 


The President has been much gratified with 
the tone of most of the comments on 
the appointment of Mr. Melville W. Fuller 


to be Chief-Justice, and has expressed 
himself as particularly surprised at the 
generous approval extended by newspapers 
of the strongest opposition. type. He kiows 
that Mr. Fuiler will accept it the Senate axurees 
to confirm him. The Presidext can scarcely 
expect the Senate to be as generous as 
the general public or to refieot promptiy 
the common desire to see the nomination 
approved, and that promptly. Unless the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee is prompted tv move 
at something more than its usual slow rate ef 
speed, the nomination of Mr. Fuller is not likely 
to be acted upon in time forthat gentleman to 
take his seat on the Supreme Court 
bench before its present term ends on 
Monday next. The Judiciary Committee under 
Mr. Edmunds’s management is nothing if not 
formal, conservative, and slow toadegree. Its 
regular meeting day is Monday, and it is very sel- 
dom that it can be induced to hold an extra meet- 
ing. The nomination of Mr. Fuller was sent tothe 
Senate on Monday last. No secret session was 
heid until Wednesday, so that the nominating 
messe¢e was not formally received by the Sen- 
ate untilthatday. It was then referred to the 
Judiciary Committee, but that committee did 
not meét until to-day and it has taken a 
full week for the nomination to get inte 
the committee’s hand. It is probable that the 
members of the committes were as well pre- 
pared to pass judgment upon Mr. Fuller to- 
day as they will be at any future 
time, but the conservative methods of that 
solemn tribunal required that the nomination 
should be referred to a sub-committee charged 
with the duty of finding out whether Mr. Fuller 
is a proper man to be Chief-Justice and report- 
ing its conclusion at some future meeting. This 
course was taken accordingly, and not many Sen- 
atore will be surprised if the nomination is not 
heard from for another week. An effort will, 
however, be madeto induce Mr. Edmunds to 
hasten committee action on the ground that as 
the Supreme Court will adjourn next Monday, it 
is very desirable that if Mr. Faller is to 
be confirmed should be done in 
time fer him to take his seat on thatday. If 
this effort is successful it will be through such 
a concession to the wishes of others as the Judi- 
ciary Committee does not often make.

In spite of the proteats of Mr. Teller and Mr.

‘ONLY SIXTEEN WALKERS LEFT 
ON THE TRACK. 
<THE LEADER WITH 1387 MILES TO HIS 
CREDIT AND HUGHES AND CART- 
WRIGHT NOT FAR BEHIND HIM. 

It was satisfactorily demonstrated last 
evening that long-distance waiking matches are 
stillin favor in New-York. The attendance at 
Madison-Square Garden was large and enthusi- 
astic. At 10:42 P. M, Littlewood, who had been 
off the track only 11 minutes from the start, 
leit the track with 137 miles to his 
credit. Hughes at that time nad covered 126 
miles. Cartwright, at the same time, bad a score 
of 125 miles, The fight for supremacy between 
tne Englishman and the [rishman was the inter- 
esting feature of the first day of the match. 

At midnight it was decided to rule a number 
of pedestrians off, and for very good reasons, 
The pedestrians in question had amused them- 
selves and the crowd by smoking cigar- 


ettes, drinking beer, and’ comportine them- 
selves generally as persons who were not 
in earnest. As they had not covered 100 miles 
in 24 hours, according to the rules of the match 
they were compelled to gointo obscurity. At 
12 o'clock the only men who were in the race 
were, with their scores: 
Littlewood, 137 miles; 
wright, 125; Golden, 125; 
mac, 118; Saunders, 115; Day, 114; Hart, 
114; Hegelman, 105; Vint, 105; Cox, 105; 
Campana, 101; Guerrero, 100; Moore, 100; 
Dillon, 100 
Jack Dempsey appeared in the scorers’ stand 
at midnight and created a furor. Everybody 
wanted te get into the stand. The elimination 
of s0 much useless material among the petes- 
trians willdo much to make the contest a suc- 
cess. The men who are new in the race will 
work hard for cash and glory. 
The score at 1 o’clock this morning was: 
Littlewood, 137 miles; Cartwright, 125; 
Hughes, 131; Herty, 123; Golden, 127; Nore- 
mae, 122; Day, 115; Saunders, 115; Hart, 
118; Hegelman, 107; Cox, 108; Vint, 105. 
The seore at 2 o'clock this morning was: 
Littlewood, 141 miles; Hughes, 132; Cart- 
wright, 129; Golden, 127; Herty, 124; Nore- 
mac, 127; Hart, 120; Day, 115; Saunders, 115; 
Cox, 109; Vint, 105; Hegelman, 111. 
It is possible that more than one of the con- 
testants in the present match may make a new 
record for Madison-Square Garden. Several of 
them seem to be working toward that end ina 
very methodical way. Littlewood is going 
| strong and has several times shown ability to do 
wonderful work if he were pushed. It is too 
early to say that he will or will not be pushed 
in this race. Cartwright was expected 
to make him do his utmost and promised 
that Littlewood, to win, must break 
all records badly. Cartwright has probably 
overestimated his own powers. Littlewood is 
abead, but Cartwright has not pushed him ex- 
cept in the first few hours oftherace. The 
leader has a more dangerous man than Cart- 
wright at hisheels Jobn Hughes dogged him 
all of yesterday, andis so close up that no one 
oan say to a certainty that the “ Lepper’ will not 
lead the string before another day has gone, 
Hughes bas trained for this race as he never 
trained before, and he is dogged enough to kill

himself rather than let Littlewood win without 


the hardest sortof a struggle. Herty is also 
close up, and Herty has demonstrated his ability 
to cover tots of ground and remain on the track 
for six days. 

At3 o’clock yesterday afternoon Littlewood was 
about nize miles behind the record, but showed 
no signs of fatigue. He stuck to tis work as if 
he had no fear of the result, and the crowd be- 
came wildly enthusiastic as Hughes attempted 
to lessen the distance between him and the 
leader. The shouts would become roars when 
Cartwright, gathering himself, wouid dash by 
the two leaders and cover a half mile or more in 
wonderfully good time. Cartwright is easily 
the fastest man on the track, but in a six days’ 
match if is not the fastest man who always 
wins. He must have staying powers as well as 
speed, or he is bound to fall behind. 

At 3:29 o’clock In the afternoon, 9 hours and 
29 minutes after the start, Littlewood had cov- 
ered 100 miles. He ran the last lap of it at a 
swinging gait and smiled good-humoredly as the 
crowd applauded, At 3 o’clock the names of the 
12 leaders on the great blackboard were Little- 
wood, Hughes, Cartwright, Herty, Golden, Day, 
Hegeiman, Moore, Noremac, Burns, Cox, and 
Saunders. All of these men looked in pretty 
good condition. 

Littiewood'is No. 3. He is rather above the 
medium height. His head is bullet-shaped, hair 
and mustache reddish blonde. He looks, at first 
glance, almost too heavy for the work, but 
closer examination shows that most of the ap- 
parently superabundanpt weight is in his legs, 
His thighs are tremendous. He is not a grace- 
ful runper, but has a fast gait either walking or 
running. Walking is his natural gait. His face 
wears a determined expression and he says he 
will win. His admirers are many, and some of 
them have backed him at the rate of $50 to 
$100 against the field. Aronnd nis neck he 
wears @ small band of red flannel. He eats and 
drinks on the track. He has a weakuess for 
roast chicken. 

It was supposed by many that Littlewood’s 
most dangerous competitor was Cartwright, 
who, like Littlewood, calls himself champion of 
England. Cartwrigit is shorter thau the other, 
but his proportions for a runner are fine, and 
his movements when going at a 10-mile pace 
could not be more graeeful. He is not only a 
natural runner, but possesses all the tricks of 
the profession, and presents a picture werth 
looking at, as he holds his elbows against his 
sides, hands in front, with an inward bend, head 
and body thrown slightly forward, and feet just 
clearing the ground, as he dashes around the 
track ata sprinting gait. He is only a fair 
walker, butonly walks to rest. He generally 
wears blue-gray shirt and drawers, with black 
trunks. He oceasionally drinks a bottle of gin- 
ger ale on the track. Littlewood goes hare- 
headed. Cartwright wearsacap. At 3 o'clock 
the latter had 90 miles to his credit. He was 7 
miles behind the leader, 

The secend man in the race at 3 o'clock was 
No. 2, John Hughes. He goes hke a cart 
horse. Doggedness is imprinted on his rather 
forbidding face and, in fact, in every line of his 
siouching form. He seems to throw himself 
forward with his shoulders, whieh are of the 
prize-fighter variety. In spite of his unwieldy 
body aud awkward gait, he travels fast by atick- 
ing to bis work. At 3 o’clock he was only four 
miles behind the leader at whom he glares. | 6 
seems to be friendly envugh with Cartwrigi é 
who, he thinks, has no chance of winning. 

Herty is No.1. He is looked upon as a dan- 
gerous customer. He ts tall and well built. His 
shoulders are square and his lees are strong and 
good-looking. He isa strong walker, and runs 
fairly well, but running is not his natural gait. 
Herty has wen ene six-days’ match by covering 
582 nnles, and in his six races he bas never been 
furthér back than third. He is pincky and 
streng, and is almest sure of a good place. His 
score at 3 o’clock was 86 miles. 

Peter Golden, the ex-champion amateur five- 
miler, is No. 10. At 3 o’elock he was the fifth 
manin the race with a score ef 86 miles. He 
isavery stocky fellow, almost too sto¢ky to 
last for a week. The little man with No, 12 
ou bis breast and back is Sam Day. He has a 
pauuch, and no man with a paunch ean beat the 
six day's record. His score at 3 o’clock was 83 
iniles. No. 17is Hegelmen. He isa natural 
walker, having a long, easy stride. At3 o’clock 
he had covered 82 miles. Moore, whois No, 11, 
is atall, well-built fellow, and made a score of 
531 miles in the last race. His score at 3 o’¢iock 
was 81 miles. Noremac pays no attention to 
anybody or anything, except the score, as he 
trudges around. He only walks in the hope of 
making a good week’s wages. He had 80 miles 
to his credit at 3 o’clock. 

One of the finest-looking #ellows on the track 
is No. 9—-Burns. He is very cleanly built, and 

; Walks most efthe time. He had made 77 miles 
at 3 o'clock. Tom Cox, No. 20, has been walk- 
ing for mouey for several years, He is a coal 
miner. He had 76 miles to his credit at 3 
o'clock, The twelfth man of the leaders—Saun- 
ders, No. 19—had cevered 76 miles at 3 o’ clock. 
He is the hattiest-leoking man on the traek, and 
geueraliy wears a blue worsted shirt and blue 
satin knee breeches. He looks for applause and 
has many friends, as he always looks fresh 
and bright. Frank Hart, No. 5, is one of 
the trailers. The other colored man in 
the race is Howard, No 44 He is net- 
ther a walker nor a runner nor a stayer. 
Guerrero, No. 6, is graceful and well formed. He 
will not break the record, but will probably pass 
the 525-mile mark. Dillon, No. 14, made a good 
showing for @ new Man in the last race without 
assistance. He is tall and straight, is a fast 
walker and astayer; but he will never break the 
record. Campana, No. 15, is simply a spectacle. 
Itis a pity that he sheuld be allowed in a race. 
George Connor, No, 16, is too short in the stride 
to be fast. No. 21, Vint, the little shoemaker, 
is in too fast company. Newhart, No. 26, ts a 
walker, and has a short-distance style. Prater, 
No. 30, comes from Georgia, and calls nimself 
the ‘‘ Mountain Wonder;” but he is not a wonder 
ou the level. Peach is No. 31. He leoks as if he 
oe 60 Winters and as if they had been 
lard. 

Forty-four men started in the race. Seven of 
these—Kline, Morlanger, Duffy, Taylor, Craig, 
Graves, aud Panchet—dropped by the wayside 
yesterday. Panchot thought he eculd make a 
hard struggie for first place in thie race, but was 
inistaken. His hip troubled him too badly. 

The others, so far as their chances of getting 
any gate money is coneerned, are hurdly worth 
mentioning. Most of them will probably drop 
| out of the fleld to-day or to-merrow. Near the

OBITUARY. 


LAURENS P. HICKOK. 

Dr. Laurens Perseus Hickok, formerly 
President of Union College, and widely known 
throughout the world as a metaphysician of 
profound learning, died in Amherst, Mass., on 
Sunday, in the ninetieth year of his age, His 
death is attributed toa general breaking down 
as the result ofold age. Dr. Hickok was born in 
Bethel, Conn., Dec. 29, 1798, was graduated 
from Union College in 1820, and was licensed as 
@ preacher two years later. He served as 
Pastor in Newtown, Kent, and Litchfield, Conn., 
until 1836, when he was elected Professor of 
Theology in the Western Reserve College, Ohio, 


@ position which he hela until 1844, when 
he became Professor of the same branch of 
the Auburn Theologieal Seminary. In 185° 
he was elected Professor of Mental and 
Moral Science, and Vice-President of Union Col- 
lege, Schenectady. He assisted Dr. Nott in the 
government of the college for eight years, had 
sole charge during the suceceding eight years, 
and was made President March 1, 1866, a poat 
which he resigned in 1868, when he removed to 
Amherst, retiring from pubiic life at the ad- 
vanced age of 70. Dr. Hickok was a well-known 
divine and for many years a leading member 
of the Hampshire East Conference of Con- 
gregational inisters. His books are exten- 
sively used in the higher institutions of learn- 
ing and have been translated and repubhsned in 
@® number of foreign countries, Principal 
among them are “ Rational Psychology; or, 
the 8ubjective [dea and Objective Laws of all 
Intelligenee,” ‘System of Moral Science,” 
“ Rational Cosmology,’’ * Humanity Immor- 
tal,” and “ Rational Logic.” At the time of 
his death he was engaged on a new work en- 
titled -** Reason and Kevelation,” in which he 
intended to scientifically establish the origin of 
God and the Bibie. Only five ehapters of this 
book have been completed. Dr. Hickok leaves 
a widow who is over 80 years old. He will be 
buried to-morrow in his native town. 


TRYING TO FIND THE \THIEF. 


CITY AND PRIVATE DETECTIVES 
THE BANK PACKAGE ROBBERY. 


The mystery surrounding the stealing of 
the package of $41,000 belonging to the Amer- 
ican Exchange National Bank is satili unsolved. 
Pinkerton’s force is co-operating with Inspector 
Byrnes’s detectives. Neither the officers of the 
bank nor those of the express company will talk 
about the investigation. This began in Wash- 
ington, being conducted by Robert A. Pinkerton 
in person. Mr. Pinkerton returned to this city 
yesterday morning, but would not say whether 
any evidences had been found fixing the guilt 


upon any person at that point. Nor woduld Mr. 
Hoey state the nature of the report made to him 
by Mr. Pinkerten. Inspector Byrnes had a long 
congultation with superintendent Hoey yester- 
day afternoon and listened to several state- 
ments of employes. Then he went to the Amer- 
ican Exchange Bank, where he was closeted for 
halfan hour with President Coe and Cashier 
Burns. The Cashier, when asked if there was 
anything new in the case, simply shrugged his 
shoulders and made no reply. 

The manner of the officials of both the bank 
and the company has indicated that each 
thought the theft had occurred in the other’s 
institution. The package, the express com- 
pany’s officers claim, was put in a safe as soon 
as received, the safe being shipped to Washing- 
ton by the firat train, so that substitution was 
impossible. On the other hand, the bank péople 
assert that the package was properly made up, 
stamped, and sealed in the bank and at once 
sent to the express office by two messengers, 
They point to the express company’s receipt as 
evidence that the package reached the express 
office all right.

A BIG FIRE ON SHOOTERS ISLAND. 
Lombard, Ayres & Co., the Constable 
Hook oil refineries, lost nearly $100,000 by fire 
on Shooter’s Island last night. Thisisland is 
located at the mouth of Staten Island Sound, and 
comprisesabout 10 acres of land. [tis used forthe 
manufacture of oil barrels andrepairing. Thefire 
broke outin the machine shopsa few minutes 


after 7 o’clock. Three watehmen were on the 
island, but the flames spread so rapidly that 
they soon becamé uncontrolable. The hose 
and other apparatus for fighting fire were soun 
consumed. There were nearly 300,000 feet of 
yellow pine on the island, barrel staves, and 
other lumber. An alarm was sounded at Bergen 
Point, Staten Island, and Constable Hvook. 
The Standard Oil Company’s  fireboat 
Imperator was the first to render assist- 
ance. A TIMES reporter went to the 
scene on board her. When they arrived the 
machine shops, blaeksmith shop, and a large 
part of the lumber were in ruins, Great 
service was done by streams from 
the Imperator, but the fire gained 
headway ona northeast wind, starting on the 
lower end of the island. Soon after the tugboatsa 
Alberta, Mirage, Licyd, John Dillon, and Almore 
arrived. 

Hundreds of people were attracted by the 
giare and many went to theisland in boats. The 
fie was still raging at midnight and 
may sweep everything on the island. Four 
schooners tied to the dock were rescued. The 
machinery on the island was worth $500,000. 
Several officials ascribe the origin of the fire to 
incepvdiarism, becanse some coopers recently 
siruck and came back, but were not reinstated.

ANTI-SALOONISTS WAIN. 
: et 
ST. LOUIS MUST CLOSE HER SALOONS-ON 
SUNDAY. 
8r. Louis, May 7.—A decision was handed 
down to-day by the Missouri Supreme Court, in 
Session at Jefferson, that has caused something 
of.a sensation here. It was given in whatis 
known as the “Sunday law oase,” and its 
effect is to prohibit the sale of all 
beer and other intoxicating liquors in St. Louis 
on Sunday, and closes all ball parks, theatres, 
and places of amusement. The history of the 


contest between the liquor men of &t. 
Louis on the one hand and the anti- 
saloon men on the dther is a long one. Briefly 
it lay be stated thatafter the passage of the 
Downing law several years ago, providing for 
the closing of saloons on Sunday, the anti-liquor 
men considered the question soived and re- 
joiced in the enforcement of the measure for 
sometime. This period of congratulation was, 
however, terminated by Judge Noonan, who, in 
the trial of a saloon keeper arrested for keeping 
open on Sunday, made a ruling to the effect that 
inasmuch as the Downing law contained no re- 
peal of the act of 1857 the latter was stiil in 
force and prevented the enactment of another 
and conflicting one. 

This law of 1857 permitted a majority of the 
voters in the cities of Missourito decide whether 
or not the City Council might enact a local ordi- 
nance permitting the sale of wine and beer on 
Sundays, so that the opinion of Judge Noonan left 
the situation just as it was before the Down- 
ing law was heard of. The saloons once 
more operated with open doors on the first day 
of the week, selling wine and beer openly, 
liquor not so openlgm and s0 continued to 
ado 'for some yeats up to the sum- 
mer of 1887. During the session of the 
Legislature in that yearanumberof determined 
citizens succeeded ip influencing the State law- 
makers to formally repeal the act of 1857 which 
was done then. Another case was made, bt the 
same Judge decitied that although the old law 
was repealed, the b geeng on law was not in effect 
in St. Louis and had to be re-enacted. This the 
Supreme Court overruled, and there is panic in 
the breweries’ camp.

MISSISSIPPI OVERFLOW. 


HOUSES CUT OFF FROM THE LAND AND 
THOUSANDS OF ACRES SUBMERGED. 
Sr. Paut, Minn., May 7.—The people liv- 

ing on the lower portion of the flats have hardly 

recovered from the inconveniences and unpleas- 
ant results they suffered during the recent high 
water, when now everything indicates that they 
will again have to endure a repetition of the 
overflow which may result in even more discom- 
fort and suffering than the first. The river 
has risen very rapidly during the last two 
days, and it is now very near the 
highest point reached three weeks ago. The 


water has overflowed the bank in the west end 
of the ward, and has advanced in places nearly 
up to Fairfield-avenue. In the easterii end of 
the ward the situation is much worse. Many of 
the houses are surrounded and entirely cut off 
from communication with land except by means 
of beats. The Northwestern Manufacturing 
Company and the Globe Laundry have been 
obliged to suspend work on account of the water 

enetrating the boilerrcom and extinguishing 
he tires. 

A Winona dispatch says the water rose two 
and a half inches during the night, and is still 
coming upslowly. Reports coming from St, Croix 
aud above say the streams are swelling. Some 
of the mill companies which were caleulating on 
Starting up to-day had to abandon theidea. It 
is feared that we will have a June freshet de- 
fore the water goes down. There are still two 
feet of snowin the woods. On the southeast 
side of the city the river covers a tract of over @ 
thousand acres, including the large sheep ranch 
of Andrew Hamilton.. On Sunday a steamboat 
Tan up to within 20 rods of Sugar Loaf. The 
parties living at Sugar Loaf say they never saw 
the water back up there so high. It. is caused 
by the water getting in from above the city and 
being unable to get. out velow until it fills in 
above four feet deep. 

North of the city, on the Wisconsin side of the 
river, the water extevus back over two miles, 
surrounding the Green Bay-Elevator and the 
station on the Burlington called East Winona, 
The track of the Chicago and Northwestern 
Railway Company from tlie station to the new 
sawiill of Youmans Brothers & Hodgins was 
protected by great quantities of stone ballast 
ing, Lhestone yard of Shaw & Hugis is under 
water. No freight has been reeeived at the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern freight station for five 

ays. The: Chicago and Northwestern passenger 
station has been used as a passenger and 
freight station for both their own road 
and the Green Bay for several days. 
Frank Johnston’s addition to Winona, 
some three or four blecks from the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul station, is completely 
submerged. The only thing that breaks the 
sinooth surface of tbe wateris here and there a 
house, the occupants of which can only obtain 
ingress or egress by means of a boat, The saw- 
mill of Youmans Brothers & Hodgins cannot 
start for several days. There are in all about 
100 bouses that stand in from one foot to four 
feet of water. The piles in the lake bridge 
settied a little, but caused uo serious damage. 
Residents of South Winona have to be carried 
about one block by boat in tne narrowest place, 

The Burlington tracks on the north side of the 
river are quite badly washed. Winona is the 
best situated fora flood. by the Mississippi of 
any city on the river. The river makesa bend 
west of the city anda Winona stands on the high 
elevation just between the river and Lake 
Winona, 80 that when tae rivé® rises the cur- 
rent is directed toward the central portion of 
the city. The place is entirely surrounded now, 
the water in the narrowest place being a balf 
mile wide. The Empire Lumber Company and 
Winona Lumber Company closed down their saw- 
mills this morning forthe first time, owing to 
the inability of the*Boom Company to get iogs 
off Beef Slough. All four sawmills are new 
closed. Logs cannot be obtained until the water 
recedes.

New Gallery show. It is the most delightful 
getting ever given to a public collection any- 


where, with marble columns supporting a bal- | 


cony all around, the chief interior faced with 
heavy gold and silver decoration, paved with 
marble blocks, and a fountain in the centre. The 
sinalier paintings and drawings are in the bal- 
eony. The whole effectis delightful and would 
in itself be almost enough to tempt fashionable 
London to make it a place of resort, but the 
show also is distinetly the best of the year. 

There are leas than 400 pieces, all told, includ- 
ing the drawings and statuary. This involves a 
plenty of room for hanging properly and also 
the possibility of a high standard of selection. 
There are practically no bad pictures at all, and 
even the pro-Raphaelite eccentricities which it 
was expected would swarm tothe New Gallery 
are less grotesque and far fewer in number than 
at Grosvenor. Burne Jones has the place of 
honor, and his style is very strong indeed. .Watts, 
Herkomer, and Boughton are all seen to better 
advantage than at the Academy. Hallé has a 
big “ Francesca and Paola,” which will attract a 
good deal of attention, but probabiy the pioture 
of the show will be J. R. Weguelin’s large “ Bac- 
ehus and a Charus of Nymphs,” which is full of 
beautiful studice of the nude, splendidly com- 
posed and admirable in color and human in- 
terest. Tadema has five works ina group—two 
wonderful portraits, two small finished pictures 
of exquisite refinement, and an original rough 
study for his “‘ Heliogapaius” in the Academy. 
Both his wife and daughter, who are notable 
artists, also exhibit. Frank Millet has a small 
figvre picture, Shannon a single portrait. Other- 
wise there are no Americans apparent. 

In the following paragraphs will be found fur 
ther detailed accounts of some of ths note 
werthy features of this exhibition: 

BURNE-JONES, E.—The familiar walls of the 
Grosvenor will never again be adlorned with the 
work of Mr. Burne-Jones, who sends this year 
threes important pictures to the new gallery.

THAT IS WHAT MR. DE WINT SAYS OF 
MISS BARENNE. 


PouGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., May 7.—Chagles 
Arthur De Wint, who has been sued by Miss 
Barenne of New-York for breach of promise, 


| damages being laid at $25,000, has made the 
| following statement: 


“My attention was first 
directed to Miss Barenne about a year ago by an 
advertisement in a New-Yorge paper in which 
she offered to give French lessons. I went to

Then she 
told me that she had a position in a school seme- 
where and did not desire to continue teaching 
French. 

“| think the whole thing is an attempt on the 
part of Miss Barenne to extort money. I[ 
never represented myself to Miss Berenne as a 
single man. Of course I visited her at her home, 
and I suppose her family had no objections, but 
it was only in her capacity of French teacher 
that | ever had anything to do with her.” 


Miss Marie Gabrielle Barenne is 28 years old 
and a brunette, with pleasing vivacity of man- 
ner... She is on the staff of a young ladies’ school 
on Murray Hill, and has always borne an ex- 
cellent reputation. SBheisnot only accomplished 
as @ linguist, speaking fluently seven languages, 


but is an exceptionally fine musician. Charles 
Arthur De Wint is 50 years old, a husband with 
two children, and the family lives at Fishkill 
Landing. It is one of the most prominent in the 
county, and the De Wint estate represents a 
magnificent property. 

The prineipals met by chance in this city at a 
social gathering the Winter before last, Miss 
Barenne says, but the fact that De Wint was a 
married man and had family ties in Dutchess 
County was kept from her. He was, accvurding to 
hercomplaint, a persistent and ardent lover, visit- 
ing her frequently at her home in this city, fol- 
lowing her to Saratoga, and later to New-Jersey. 
His devotion is attested, she says, by numerous 
love letters, which will prove silent but pores’ 
testimony when preduced before a jury. t was 
in a New-Jarsey Village early in September, the 
fair plaintiff says, that Mr. De Wint made her a 
propositien of marriage, and she accepted him. 
The marriage was to take place last Christ- 
mas. She made all preparations, and in 
November he called on her and renewed 
his professions of honorable affection. The 
wedding day came, but it did not bring the 
bridegroom. It was a great shock to Miss 
Barenne, but her chagrin changed to scorn and 
hate when she subsequently discovered the true 
reason for her gray-haired lover’s perfidy. Her 
attorney, Mr. White, said peeereey that he 
hoped, if the legal proceeedings were not de- 
layed by the defendant, to goto trial in June.

HOW TO OCHEAT THE OFFICERS. 

MonTREAL, May 7.—An unsuccessful at- 
tempt was made on Saturday to arrest John 
Tolmie, who keeps a store on the frontier near 
Fort Covington and who has swindled several 
Montreal merchants by ordering large quantities 
of goods from them and placing them in that 
part of the store which Is situated in the State of 
New York, thus avoiding payment and placing 
them out of the reach of the law. American mer- 
chants were treated in the same way, and the 


goods plaeed on the Canadian side of the 
store. Warrants for lareeny were  is- 
sued against him, but he invariably 
dodgéd the officers by stepping over the 
boundary line, Sometime ago Tolmie came to 
Montreal under a safe conduct from Judge 
Doherty and was arrested, but freed again by 
order of the same Judge. An attempt was made 
by the Deputy High Constable to arrest him on 
@ Warrant issued in the instance of Narcisse 
Bruneau, baliff, who accuses Tolmie of stealing 
$1,000 worth of liquors from several firms here 
in 1885 and smuggling them to the American 
side. [t was arranged that the American customs 
officers shauld be at Tolmie’s houseon Friday 
evening, and two ofticers from Montreal were to 
meet them there, But when Bissonnette and 
Champagne arrived they not only did not find 
the American officers there to assist in the ar- 
rest, put, on the contrary, they found the Sheriff 
of the county and six men, armed to their teeth, 
in Toimie’s house, defying the Canadian officers 
to make the arrest. Tolmie’s house is a grocery, 
the store being on the American side and the 
back store and kitchen on the Caradian side, 
When Bissonnette entered the grocery through 
the back store the armed men stopped him, and 
Tolmie said: “ Proceed one step further and you 
are on the American side, and if you do Pll 
shoot you like a dog.” Two Canadian officers 
waited alt Friday evening and Saturday, but as 
Tolmie had his meals brought to bis corner and 
never left the American side they could not ar- 
rest bim.

THE OLD BOARD ELECTED. 

RED Bank, N. J., May 7.—There was an- 
other red-hot borough election in Red Bank this 
afternoon. Heretofore there have been but two 
issues in the field, beer and anti-beer. To make 
the contest more interestiag this year there were 
two additional issues, gas and electricity. The 
old Board of Commissioners was renominated 
on Friday evening with the exception of John 
J. Antonides, whose place was taken by Samuel 
Sabath. This board was elected last May againat 
astrong temperance ticket. During their ad- 
ministration they granted several saloons 
licenses and gave the Red Bank 
Electrie Light Company the privilege of 
lighting the streets of the town for $1,300 per 
year. The Red Bank Gaslight Company received 
$600 per year for lighting the streets. Not only 
did the electric light company place their lights 
in the streets, but they have also the contracts 
for lighting several stores.

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DREAWBAUGH’S PETITION. 


HE ASKS FOR A REHEARING IN THE 
TELEPHONE CASES, 

WASHINGTON, May 7.—A petition for a 
rehearing of the Bell telephone cases was filed in 
the Clerk’s office of the Supreme Court to-day 
by counsel for the People’s Telephone Company, 
who ¢vlaim that Daniel Drawbaugh is the real 
inventor of the telephone. Copfes of the petition 
were distributed among the Justices of the 
court, and itis probable that the matter will be 
considered by them this week in the recess of 
the court, and the decision thereon announced 
next Monday, when the present term of the 
court closes. Only those Justices who sat inthe 
consideration of the telephone cases originally 
will take part in the application for a rehear- 


ing. The application can only be granted on 
the request of one of the three Justices who con- 
curred in Chief-Justice Waite’s opinion up- 
holding the Meng | of Bell’a claim as the 
original inventor of the telephone. 

In their petition the counsel pray that the 
court will rehear the matters decided on March 
19, so far as they involve the question of priori- 
ty of invention of the electric speaking tele- 

hone between Alexander Graham Bell and 

anicl Drawbaugh, and that an order be en- 
tered reversing the decisions belew and dis- 
missing the appellee’s bills, with cost to the ap- 
pellants, in the two cases in which a rehearing 

8 asked, viz., No. 770, The Peopie’s Telephone 

Company et al., appellants, and No. 771, The 
Overland Telephone Company et al., appellants, 
both vs. the American Bell Telepkhove Com- 
pany et al. The grounds of the applica- 
tion for a rehearing are stated to be, first, that 
the court in its opinion inadvertently erred in 
respect to certain matters of fact and of law 
material te and decisive of these cages, and, 
second, thatin consequence of these errors the 
decision of the court was against the weight of 
evidence, Counsel say that the opinion of the 
court treats three portions of the evidence as 
controlling, viz., firat, the evidence as to what 


. Drawbaugh, prior to the Fall of 1876, had ac- 


complished in the matter of an electric speaking 
telephone; second, his conduct from that time 
tothe year 1880, when the appellants became 
interested in his inventions; third, the New- 
York and Philadelphia tests. 

On the first point, the proofs of Drawbaugh’s 
priority, counsel say that 70 witnesses heard 
talk through the Drawbaugh telephones or were 
present when otherssuccessfully talked through 
them prior to Bell’s alleged conception of the 


- telephone June 2, 1875. One hundred and forty- 


nine witnesses actually saw the inatrumenta, 
and 220 testified to having heard of or 
seen them prior to that time. Many of the 
witnesses testNied to such circumstances, facts, 
and records corroborative of their evidence as 
to make it impossiple that they could have erred, 
and either their testiinony is true or they com- 
mitted willful perjury. No attempt has been 
made toimpeach them, The dhtes they posi- 
tively aver are all prior to June, 1875. 

The court's opinion to the effect that the testi- 
mony inregard to Drawbaugh’s claim is com- 
pletely overcome by the conduct of Drawbaugh 
from the time of his visit to the Centennial until 
he was brought forward by the promoters of the 
People’s Company, nearly four years afterward, 
to contest the claims of Bell, is next taken up. 
Counsel say that this conduct relates solely to 
his incapacity as a business man, and add: 
‘“*{t is true that there is no dispute as to his 
incapacity to use, to the best advantage, the op- 
portunity his invention gave him; but the court 
has evidently overlooked much testimeny to 
show the constant. efforts he did make toe secure 
capital from 1876 to 1880 te enter upon the con- 
tention whieh would be sure to follow an appli- 
cation for a patent.” The eourt, counsel further 
Say, must have overlooked Drawbaugh’s sworn 
testimony that he did not know the alleged date 
of Bell’s invention until 1880, because, they say, 
he must have known of the approximate time 
of the invention through the Harrisburg and 
Mechanicsburg papers. He did not Know, they 
say, that Bell had been at work on it as he him- 
self had been for many years. The date 
of the patent was no guide to the date of the 
invention. In the considerationof Drawbaugh’s 
failure to ascertain when visiting the Centennial 
Exhibition whether the telephone instruments 
there exhibited by Bell were similar to his own, 
the counsel say the court has overlooked Draw- 
baugh’s answer, wherein he states that none of 
the inatruinents he saw at Philadelphia were 
the instruments of Bell.. Prot. Parker’s testi- 
mony, they say, shows that the Bell instruments 
were not easily accessible in the building at that 
time. They seem to have been merely exhibited 
to invited individuals at times of private tests. 

With regard to the tésts at New-York and 
Philadelphia in 1882 and 1885, respectively, 
couusel say that the court committed a material 
error when it said that it was substantially con- 
ceded that the test in New-York was a failure, 
and that sometimes a word was heard, but that 
it would pot transmit sentences. .So far from 
the New-York test being a failure, they say that 
complainant's counsel, Mr. Storrow, conceded 
that it was a success. As to the court’s opinion 
that the instruments tested at Philadelphia were 
“differently constructed” and used in a differ 
ent way, counsel say that this was not the fact. 
The Bell Company's expert, Pope, swore that 
the instruments differed only in being con- 
structed more carefully and with better work- 
manship, while Prof. Barker testified that he 
used them both ways at Philadelphia, and that 
they worked best standing on the table, as they 
did at New-York, 

Finaliy couusel take up the court’s state- 
ment that Drawbaugh exhibited his talking 
machine nines A to his neighbors, and that it 
‘“‘does not doubt that Drawbaugh may have con- 
ceived the idea that speech could be transmitted 
to a distance by means of electricity, and that 
he was experimenting upon that euniere The 
meaning, they say, is clear that he did this be- 
fore Bell’s invention, and they add: “The 
Drawbaugh story, then, is no afterthought, 
growing out of Bell’s discoveries, but is based 
upon the admitted facta of a prior conception 
of the possibility of electric speech transmission 
and prior experiments actually made to accom- 
nlish it. The same witnesses who satisfy the 
judgment of the court as to these facts identify 
the machines and testify to their successful 
working, and are neither impeacbed nor contra- 
dicted as to these additional facts,” 

The applica ion for a hearing is signed by Ly- 
sander Hill, George F. Edmunds, Don M. Dickin- 
son, Charles P. Crosby, and H. OG, Andrews of 
counsel, with appellants. 
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BLEW OUT A CYLINDER HEAD. 

A southern-bound train of the Ninth-ave- 
nue elevated railway left the Houston-street 
station at 4:13 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
with about 100 passengers on board. At Charl- 
ten-street the cylinder head of the engine blew 
off with a report that was heard a block away 
and the train came to a standstill when its 
momentum had carried it about 200 feet. The 
cylinder head was broken by the expiosion 
into some 50 pieces, nearly all of which fell 
into the street from the track. One _ frag- 
ment broke a plate glass window in 
the unoccupied store, 552 Greenwich-street. 
Another was thrown into a wmdow on 
the first floor of the same ouse, 
which isoceupied by John Kennedy, and dam- 
aged a child’s high chair and a baby carriage, 
A third piece rent a small hole in the awning of 
J. H. Davis’s pharmacy. Of the pieces whieh 
fell in the street, one Came 80 near harming Mrs. 
Margaret Cody of 550 Greenwich-street that it 
passed within a couple of inches of her head and 
fell at her feet. On the train some of the pas- 
sengers were greatly alarmed until the accident 
was explained. The track was blocked for 
nearly a quarter of an hour, when the train was 
pushed south by an engine in the rear.

STARVING INDIANS. 

Orrawa, May 7.—The Rev. Mr. Brick, a 
Church of England missionary from the Peace 
River district east of Alagka, to-day asked the 
Government to grant speedy relief to starving 
non-treaty Indians in that remote district. A veri- 
table famine has existed for two years, All the 


larger game disappeared over 12 months ago, 
while the rabbits are fast becoming extinct. 
The missionary brings credentials from the 
Bishop of Athabasca, who writes as foliows: 

“The Indian question throughout Athabasca or 
Peace River country is becoming a serious one, and, 
considering that the Dominion Government have 
now mapped it out and formally included it asa 
portion of the northwest territories of Canada, I 
think they should not delay in undertaking meas- 
ures for their relief similar to what has been done in 
the rest of the territorities.” 

In his letter the Bishop gives an instance of 
20 persons dying from starvation last Summer. 
The natives in the Athabasca country number 
over 7,000. Sir John Macdonald promised te 
take prompt measures for the relief of the dis- 
tressed Indians.

A FATAL STORM CLOUD. ~ _ « 
Wicuita, Kan., May 7.—A strange at- 
mospherical phenomenon was witnessed at 
Maize, west of this city, yesterday. A storm 
cloud burst and extended over a space paral- 
lelogram in form, about 500 yards wide and one 
milein length. For half an hour the rain came 


down in torrents. The heavens were black, and 
adarkness almost equal to that of night covered 
the entire area. People ran frightened from 
their homes, many erying that the end of the 
world had come. : 

Maize is situated on the south bank of the 
Arkansas River, and the streets were turned 
into rivers, whieh fortunately found out- 
lets into the Arkansas. An eye witness 
describes the rain as coming down in tor- 
repts, washing away a number of houses, 
and moving others from foundations. A house 
In which a famly named Rockby lived was 
picked up by the floods and carried into the 
Arkansas River where it sank, drowning Rock- 
by, his wife, and two children. A number of 
narrow eseapes are reported. The water from 
the cloud seemed to ceme straight down, and 
could not have been thicker haa it found its 
source from a lakein the air, The bodies of the 
Rockby family have not yet been recovered. 
The amount of damage will be very large. A 
great many head of horses and cattle were 
drowned.

Gov. Hitt has vetoed the bill modifying 
the half-holiday law, on the sole ground that 
it has been in operation only a year and 
has not had a fair trial. It did not require 
much time to test such an enactment, the 
wisdom of which was more than doubtful 
at the start. The experience of ayearhas 
shown that sofar as the law has been ob- 
served itisasource of embarrassment and 
inconvenience to banks and their cus- 
tomers, while .itf has been of no 
benefit, to any one except employés 
in public offices, who are not en- 
titled to discrimination in their favor in 
the matter of holidays. Presumably Gov. 
Hit fancies his action will be acceptable 
to the workingmen of the State, but it has 
not taken them more than a year to learn 
thatthe closing of banksand public offices at 
noon on Saturday is of no benefit to them. 
The business men, who are entitled to some 
consideration, will certainly not be pleased 
with his course, The Governor argues at 
some length on the desirablility of less 
work and more time for recreation, but that 
is a matter to be regulated by custom, and 
legislative interference will do no good. 

The Republicans who on one day accuse 
the Democrats of impotency in dealing with 
the tariff and on the next are shocked that 
there should be a Democratic caucus to deal 
with that question are not entirely consist- 
enti Weare not aware that the caucus is 
an entirely novel invention of the Demo- 
crats or that the Republicans have a pat- 
ent upon it. There are limits to the 
legitimate authority of the caucus, which 
it is easy for every Representative in Con- 
gress to recognize and observe, but these 
limits certainly do not. exclude the consider- 
ation of amendments to a bill reported by a 
majority of the Ways and Means Committee 
in accordance with their interpretation of a 
principle fully accepted by the party. If 
any Democrat rejects that principle let 
him stay away from the caucus, or refuse 
to be bound by its decisions, and then let 
him take the consequences. But no one 
can expect indefinitely to enjoy all the ad- 
vantages of party membership and refuse 
all its obligations. Independence of all 
party is one thing. Rational party mem- 

bership is quite another. 

The measure introduced into Congress for 
an international commission to fixand mark 
the boundary line between Mexico and the 
United States merits prompter considera- 
tion than it now seems likely to get. This 
line, from the point where it leaves the Rio 
Grande just below latitude 32° and pursues 
its way westerly to the Gila River, was of 
course long ago marked with monuments, 
but in several cases these stones have, 
it is thought, been purposely shifted, while 
in others they are in avery mutilated con- 
dition. These liberties have been taken 
possibly by people on both sides of the true 
line for purposes of their own. In some in- 
stances the object may have been to secure 
a stretch of grazing land crossed by the 
artificial frontier; in others, the discovery 
of minerals directly along the boundary is 
believed to have stimulated the miners to 
take the responsibility of transferring ter- 
ritory from one republic to the other by 

' transplanting the monuments. Sometimes 
even the desire to possess a watercourse 
may have been sufficient to induce those 
who covet it to make geography to order. 
Beveral years ago Mexico ‘provided for

® commission for the express purpose of 
ascertaining and marking the common 
frontier, but Congress did not do its part 
by furnishing like Commissioners. The 
present is eminently one of the cases for the 
ounce of prevention. Itis better to fix the 
boundary now than to wait until a bitter 
and perilous dispute forces it to be done, 


While in this State the period in which 
stoves may be used in railroad cars has been 
prolonged by law until November next, in 
Massachusetts the Railroad Commissioners 
have been even more lenient and have post- 
poned until Oct. 1, 1889, the date after 
which-the companies must not use stoves. 
But at the same time the Massachusetts 
Commissioners have again placed on record 
their favorable opinion of the steam-heat- 
ing system. They have caused a thorough 
examination of this system to be made dur- 
ing the past Winter by an expert, and 
his report has confirmed them “in. the 
opinion,” they say, ‘not only that 
the system of heating by steam from 
the locomotive is practicable and con- 
ducive to the comfort and safety of pas- 
sengers, but also that it is desirable asa 
measure of economy that it should be 
adopted as the standard throughont this 
State.” Although the limiting date has 
been postponed, they urge the companies 
to use all reasonable diligence in putting 
The Commissioners’ 
expert could easily examine almost every 
variety of steam fittings without going 
out of Massachusetts, for most commend- 
able progress in the work of removing the 
stoves has been made in that State, owing 
in large measure to the Commissioners’ 
early and earnest advocacy of locomotive 
heating. 


It is thought that if the House bill reliev- 
ing army officers who have served twenty 
years in # grade is passed by the Senate, or 
even with such amendments as the House 
can accept, it will indicate a better pros- 
pect for the measure which proposes to re- 
tire at once several scores of officers who 
have been “condemned” by boards, and are 
now awaiting vacancies in the retired list. 
The former measure would be an act of 
special justice and consideration, but would 
affect comparatively few officers. The lat- 
ter would give a lift to all officers 
junior to those retired. The argument 
against the latter bill is the one strongly 
put by the House Committee on Military 
Affairs in reporting adversely another re- 
tirement project: ‘‘The retired list of the 
army is now burdened by officers who are 
retired on account of comparatively trivial 
disabilities, who were young enough at the 
date of retirement to have engaged in civil 
pursuits, and would to that extent have 
relieved the retired list.” Still, past un- 
scrupulousness in overloading the list with 
officers who onght not to have been put 
there does not alter the fact that there are 
now officers unfit for active service who 
cannot be retired because the legal limit is 
reached. A special law disposing of them 
would give a harvest of coveted promotions. - 


THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. 

The twenty-million-dollar River and 
Harbor Appropriation bill was passed by 
the House yesterday under a suspension of 
the rules by a vote of 161 to 69. The bill 
is full of the imperfections which we have 
repeatedly pointed ont, and its support was 
due to the logrolling by which the fate of 
improvements of great importance to com- 
merce are tied up with all manner of 
jobs. The system by which a balance 
of benefits among Congressional districts 
is sought in order to carry the whole 
scheme through Congress works evil in two 
opposite directions. It prevents the distri- 
bution of appropriations with any sort of 
reterence to the necessity of improvements 
or to their value to the commerce of the 
country. Congressmen in whose districts 
navigable waters are unknown, and where 
no craft but scows and rafts are ever seen, 
get a share in the distribution of public 
money if itis only to blast boulders out 
ef the beds of mountain streams to 
make way for running logs to a 
private saw mill. In some cases thou- 
sands of dollars have been appropriated for 
streams which were unknown even by name 
to the people of the districts in which they 
are supposed to be located. In other cases, 
like that of Sabine Pass, hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars are bestowed where there 
is neither commerce nor population, in the 
hope of increasing the value of lands pur- 
chased by speculators for the purpose of 
benefiting by a rise to be produced by 
spending public money to make those lands 
accessible by water. 

In order to provide for these extravagant 
and indefensible jobs really important 
works are neglected and commerce amount- 
ing to hundreds of millions of dollars is left 
to embarrassment and unnecessary burdens 
for lack of improved channels. A most 
conspicuous instance of the crippling of 
needed improvements in order that money 
may be wasted on inaccessible mountain 
streams and along uninhabited shores is tc 
be found in the treatment of Buttermilk 
Channel and Gowanus Bay. It is a fa- 
miliar fact that nearly two-thirds of 
all the foreign commerce of the 
country is carried on through this 
port. The improvement of the harbor 
channels is not a matter of local concern, 
as this is merely the gateway of the com- 
merce in which the whole country has an 
interest. The cost and convenience of 
handling the great staples of the country 
at this port affects the prosperity of those 
who produce them, as well as of those who 
are engaged in handling them. Along the 
Brooklyn water front are many of the great 
warehouses and elevators which constitute 
such an important intermediary in the 
transaction of foreign commerce. For 
years they have been crippled for lack of an 
adequate depth of water for large vessels 
about South Brooklyn. The necessity of 
improving the channels there has been 
recognized, and the appropriations recom- 
mended over and over again, but the money 
has been doled out in such a manner as to 
prevent the completion of the work, and no 
benefit has been gained. 

This year $115,000 was asked for Butter- 
milk Channel and $120,000 for Gowanus 
Bay. This is, in fact, one improvement. 
One channel leads to the other. To deepen 
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Buttermilk Channel and leave Gowanus 
Bay clogged up is not simply to do things 
by halves, itis practically not to do them 
atall. Vessels which need access to the 
whole water front can only reach a part of 
it, and that only by acircuitous route. Mill- 
ions of dollars have been invested in antic- 
ipation of this improvement, and much 
of it will be practically wasted until 
the improvement is made. Originally 
the appropriation for Buttermilk Channel 
was cut down to $30,000 and that for 
Gowanus Bay to $10,000. This beggarly 
allowance would simply have been of no 
use, Finally the amounts were raised to 
$100,000 for the former purpose and $20,000 
for the latter. This may be sufficient to 
provide for Buttermilk Channel and give it 
the depth required, but it. leaves the lower 
part of what is virtually the same channel 
practically unprovided for, for vessels that 
canreach the upper part of what is really 
one continuous water front will be unable to 
reach the lower part, which is équally impor- 
tant. Thisis a single improvement of great 
consequence to the commerce of this port, 
and once made it would be permanent 
and call for no further expenditure 
from the Government, while the money 
squandered on insignificant harbors and 
unnavigable streams is only the beginning 
of a wasteful expense. The Senate should 
rectify this blunder in the treatment of the 
Brooklyn side of this harbor. 

The great fault of the River and Harbor 
bill is not so much the amount of money 
appropriated, extravagant as that certainly 
is, as the wasteful and ineffective way in 
which it is distributed. Improvements 
which would be of great value to the com- 
merce of the country and the revenues of 
the Government are neglected or crip- 
pled, while vast sums are bestowed 
where they are of no benefit except to pri- 
vate interests and to those who profit 
directly by the expenditure of the money. 
This is the cauge of the criticism which 
makes River and Harbor bills unpopular 
and of the scandal which surrounds the 
whole business of improving rivers and 
harbors at so much expense. It is known 
that half the money is squandered on 
worthless jobs, while improvements of 
national importance are neglected or 
half provided -for. The Senate should 
remedy the most glaring faults of the bill 
just passed by the House, butitis to be feared 
that for every addition for work urgent- 
ly needed there will be equal additions for 
the wretched jobs which ought to be merci- 
lessly cut out, for logrolling is unfortunate- 
ly not unknown in the upper house. What 
is really needed is a complete and thorough 
reform in the method of providing for pub- 
lic works which would insure the applica- 
tion of the public money in accordance with 
national needs, 


UNDO THE AQUEDUCT “ DEAL.” 

If the Legislature is willing to pay any 
respect to the public opinion or the official 
voice of the city of New-York it must heed 
and obey the recommendation of Mayor 
Hewitt and the heads of departments that 
the work of completing the aqueduct be put 
into the hands of a commission made up 
as provided in the original act, of the 
Mayor, the Controller, the Commissioner of 
Public Works, and the three Commissioners 
named in the act. As the city officers point 
out in their memorial, no reorganization 
effected by adding the Mayor and the Con- 
troller to the present commission will be 
acceptable to the people. A sufficient reason 
for putting Messrs. BARNES, RIDGWAY, and 
Fish out of the commission is given by ex- 
Mayor GRACE when he says that ‘‘the offi- 
cers of the city should never be in the 
minority in this board’; but an even 
stronger-reason is to be found in the man- 
ner in which these three men were put upon 
the commission and in the character of the 
work they were expected to do. 

We do not know that the Legislature or 
the Senate Cities Committee, to which Mr. 
FASSETT?’Ss reorganization bill has been re- 
ferred, understands that the AqueductCom- 
mission as at present constituted has a con- 
tinuing power of mischief. We do not 
know, indeed, that the public fully under- 
stands why the corrupt measure reor- 
ganizing the commission in 1886 was 
forced through the Legislature long 
after the contracts for nearly the 
entire work on the aqueduct had been let. 


‘It has been rightly assumed that the com- 


position of the board was changed for the 
benefit of certain contractors, chiefly for 
the benefit of O’BRIEN & CLARK. The ten 
contracts covering the construction of the 
aqueduct: from Croton Lake to the Har- 
lem River, a distance of about thirty 
miles, were let in December, 1884, by 
@ commission composed of Mayor Epson, 
Controller Lozw, Commissioner of Public 
Works THompson, and the three citizen 
Commissioners. Four of these contracts 
were given to Brown, Howarp & Co. and 
six to O'BRIEN & CLARK. Subsequent- 
ly, in the month of January, 1885, 
the contract for Section 12, under 
the Harlem River, was awarded to 
O'BRIEN & CLARK, Mayor GRACE 
alone of all the Commissioners voting 
against the award. The bid of O’BRIEN & 
CLARK was $64,035 higher than that of the 
lowest bidder and $33,845 higher than that 
of the bidder to whom they subsequently 
sublet the contract. It was this behavior 
on the part of Mayor Grace and his gen- 
eral disposition to oppose any favoritism 
toward these or other contractors that led 
Gov. Hitt and his friends, as Mr. SQurre 
testified the other day, to regard Mr. GRACE 
as a ‘“‘crotchety and cranky” person and 
‘“‘ynreasonably hostile to O'BRIEN & 
CLARK.” 

The opportunity of these favored con- 
tractors to make extravagant and illegiti- 
mate profits did not end with the award of 
the construction contracts. There still re- 
mained their claims for ‘‘extra work,” 
claims Which already amount to $2,000,- 
000. But, above all, there remained the 
great Quaker Bridge Dam, an undertaking 
comparable in magnitude to the aqueduct 
itself, and which will cost the city asum 
large enough to excite the covetousness of 
contractors even less greedy than those who 
have built the new aqueduct. It was with 
& view of providing easy and comfortable 
access to these fat things of the future 
that Joux O’Brien labored so assid- 


uously at Albany during the  ses- 
sion of 1886 to secure the passage of 
the bill putting the Mayor and the Con- 
troller off the commission and giving the 
Governor—who, as has been shown, was 
very deeply in the “deal”—the power to 
add three other Commissioners who would 
be less “‘ crotchety and cranky” than Mayor 
GRACE. 

The Legislature should understand that 
these enormous claims for ‘“‘ extra work” 
have not yet been adjusted and that the 
contracts for the Quaker Bridge Dam are 
yet to be awarded. The city will have no 
adequate protection against fraud and 
robbery in this great work and in the 
“extra work” claims until the Aque- 
duct Commission has been reorganized 
as advised in the Mayor’s memorial. The 
danger is- too imminent and too serious to 
be met by a half measure of defense. More- 
over, the Republicans in the Legislature 
have a work of atonement to do. They 
were parties to the original corrupt “ deal,” 
active, willing, and indispensable to its ac- 
complishment. If they do not wish their 
party to carry the disgrace and burden of 
this scandal through a Presidential cam- 
paign let them undo the work of 1886 

THE FINAL ARGUMENT. 
_ In an article reviewing what may be 
called the Kuklux or terrorizing tactics of 
the Blaine managers, the Evening Post, after 
pointing out the various threats made by 
these men that any other candidate than 
their own will be “knifed” at the polls, 
asks: “Is the Republican Party ready to 
confess that the party has sunk to be noth- 
ing but a personal organization?” And 
it adds: ‘‘The developments of the next 
six weeks will answer this question.” In 
@ sense we suppose that it is true 
that the developments of the next six 
weeks will answer the question. That 
is to say, they will show whether the Re- 
publicam Party has enough courage and 
self-respect and effective purpose left to dis- 
regard the threats of the Blaine gang, and 
to name some one else as its candidate, de- 
spite the danger of his being knifed. We do 
not perceive any strong grounds for doubt- 
ing what the event will be. We have seen 
no evidence of any sufficient determination 
among a majority of the party to risk the 
hostility of the Blaine people. There are 
sporadic movements here and there for the 
nomination of other candidates, but none of 
them shows any signs of strength adequate 
to control the convention. The Sherman 
movement is perhaps in better case than 
any of the others, because Mr. SHERMAN is 
a politician of experience, is very anxious 
for the nomination, and has none of the 
impedimenta of principle or scruple that Mr. 


GRESHAM and his friends would be obliged 


to carry. None other of the movements has 
any organization, direction, or popular 
force at all likely to prevail in so difficult a 
task. 

The Gresham movement is absolutely the 
only one in sight that rests on a sentiment 
that would make those who sustain it face 
possible, or even certain, defeat by treach- 
ery at the polls. The men who look to 
Judge GRESHAM as “a candidate whose 
courage, character, and record command 
universal confidence,” and who can, if any 
one can, lead “‘an aggressive, not a de- 
fensive, campaign,” unquestionably have 
something of the moral enthusiasm, the de- 
votion to principle, and the love of the 
party for the good it may do that made Re- 
publicanism triumphant in its best days. 
But there are no signs that Judge GrREs- 
HAM can command the support of a majority 
of the convention, and there are only too 
many signs that the tone of the party is 
far below that of his immediate supporters. 
In the past, as when Mr. LINCOLN was 
taken, a comparatively unknown man, he 
still had in Illinois such a body of support- 
ersas neither Judge GRESHAM nor any other 
man has now in any State. And there was 
also this great difference between the situa- 
tion then and now—then the Republican 
Party had a well-defined and profoundly- 
cherished purpose which any candi- 
date, no matter how obscure, would 
embody, and which brought to the 
campaign of 1860 hundreds of thou- 
sands of voters all over the Northern States 
who knew little and cared less about the 
personality of the candidate. Now the party 
has no such purpose and canpot have. 
Then the weakest of candidates would have 
found his party strong in itself. Now the 
strongest candidate will find his party divid- 
ed, indifferent, confused, demoralized. Ifthe 
party has not “sunk to be nothing but a 
personal organization” it is because in the 
course of political events, in the settlement 
of old issues, in the gradual decay of con- 
viction, and the increasing development of 
machine and spoils-hunting politics there 
does not appear to be left enough cehesive 
force for even a *‘ personal organization.” 

But whether the party shall prove to be 
stronger than it now seems, and shall reject 
alike the allurements and the threats of the 
Blaine managers, does any one doubt that 
the latter can and will carry out these 
threats? Does any one really suppose that 
they will not defeat at the polls any honest 
candidate who shall defeat them in the 
convention? that they will not repeat in 
every doubtful State, and certainly in 
this, the game they played with Ira 
DAVENPORT in 18857 And does any 
ene really imagine that they cannot 
play that game successfully ? For ourselves, 
we have not a shadow of doubt on the sub- 
ject. The motives of most of the Blaine 
men are as strong for the defeat of a decent 
candidate as they are for the success of 
BLAINE, and are precisely the same in each 
case. They are almost avowedly “ on the 
make” in politics. They are after the offices, 
of course; but it is not the mere greed of 
place that moves them most strongly. They 
want power for what they can do with 
it, for the money and the chances to 
make money that political power brings. 
Never in any party in our country and, we 
believe, in no other country at the present 
time, save in France, has there been so com- 
pact, desperate, unscrupulous a band of 
adventurers, speculators, and political 
gamesters as those who are scheming for 
the advancement of the defeated and dis- 
honored candidate of 1884. Had they suc- 
ceeded four years ago the Government 
would have been sacked; could they suoc- 


it would be to begin in ’89 what they 
hoped to begin in’85. If the party that is 
cursed by their belonging to it should re- 
fuse to follow their lead, they will slaughter 
its candidate at the polls as surely as elec- 
tion day comes around. 


THE ASSEMBLY CHAMBER CEILING. 

A bill authorizing a committee of the 
Assembly to expend $350,000 in removing 
the ceiling of the Assembly Chamber, sub- 
stituting another of a different material 
and form, and making various alterations 
in the north centre of the Capitol, has 
passed that body and is now pending 
in the Senate. It is curious that the re- 
port of the expert commission appointed 
to examine the condition of the ceiling 
has not yet been published, although the 
bill is presumably in accordance with its 
recommendations. The engineering and 
architectural professions are thus no better 
able than the general public to form an 
opinion as to the sufficiency of the grounds 
on which this wholesale reconstruction is 
advised. In any case it is an unusual, if not 
an unprecedented, thing that a legislative 
body should appoint a committee of its own 
body to perform an extensive and expensive 
piece of executive work. Though techni- 
cally the Assemblymen hold office until 
their successors are elected, yet, in fact, 
their official functions cease with the ses- 
sion. If, after they are for all other pur- 
poses out of office, they are to do important 
work not in the line of their legitimate 
duties, there should at least be some way of 
fixing their responsibility forthe manner 
in which this extraneous duty is performed, 
but apparently the committee appointed to 
reconstruct the Assembly Chamber is en- 
tirely irresponsible. It was authorized to 
join with it Mr. ANDRRws, the Superin- 
tendent of Public Buildings, but Mr. ANn- 
PREWS is not an architect, nor, of course, 
isany oneof the Assemblymen. The bill 
appointing a number of irresponsible lay- 
men for such a purpose seems to have been 
a very crude and ill-devised measure. 

Although the report of the commission 
appointed by the Assembly during the last 
session has not been published, a copy of 
it has apparently been delivered to the 
architects of the Assembly Chamber, 
Messrs. Erpuitz, RicHaRDSON & Co., of 
whom Messrs. LEOPOLD EIDLITz and FRED 
Law OLMSTED are the surviving members, 
the third member of the firm, Mr. H. H. 
RICHARDSON, having closed by an untimely 
death the most brilliant professional career 
ever run by an American architect. The 
architects, in a paper submitted to the Gov- 
ernor yesterday, review the history of the 
Assembly Chamber as well as the report of 
the commission appointed by the Assembly. 
In 1882 Gov. CORNELL appointed a commis- 
sion composed of Mr. GreorGr B. Post, the 
well-known architect of this city; Prof. 
TROWBRIDGE of Columbia, and Prof. BaB- 
cock of Cornell, who is a successful practi- 
tioner as well as Professor of Architect- 
ure. This commission recommended the 
replacement of the stone ceiling by a 
construction of wood for the reason 
that it apprehended a further and unequal 
settlement of the foundations, of which, 
however, it said that the evidence that it 
had finally ceased was “‘strong, thongh not 
conclusive,” and for the further reason that 
it feared the efficiency of the system of 
abutment employed, by reason of the 
contraction and expansion of the iron- 
work. The vaulting itself 1t in effect 
found to be properly designed, finding that 
“the calculations of the architect were 
substantially correct,” and that “the 
details of the construction had been 
studied with a minute care that reflected 
great credit upon its author.” ‘If we could 
be sure,” the commission reported, ** that 
the unequal settlement of the foundations 
had permanently ceased, and that they were 
capable of safely bearing an increased load, 
and that the present mixed construction of 
flying arches and iron rods would always 
hold the arch springers with absolute rigid- 
ity, we should recommend that the ceiling 
of the Assembly Chamber be recentred, 
that all broken or defective stenes 
be replaced, and the main side vaults 
brought into stability by rebuilding or 
readjustment of loads.” In their reply to 
this report the architects maintained that 
there was no reason for questioning the effi- 
ciency of the abutments, and that the doubt 
of the commission on this point had pro- 
ceeded from its misapprehension that the 
heating of the building was necessary to 
the efficiency of the tie rods that received 
the thrust of the arches, and that there was 
no evidence of an unequal settlement be- 
tween the main foundations. They accord- 
ingly recommended in substance what the 
commission had declared that it would have 
recommended could it be satisfied that the 
abutments and the foundations were sécure. 

Unfortunately, this reply was accepted by 
the Legislature as conclusive proof that 
nothing need be done to render the ceiling 
permanently secure. The recommendation 
of the architects, as well as of the commis- 
sion, waSignored. The Assembly Chamber 
had already been taken from the control of 
the Commissioner of the Capitol asa finished 
part of the building. The equilibrium of 
the vaults, disturbed during the settlement 
of the building, was not restored, and the 
movements continued with the effect of dis- 
integrating the stone, and finally, after five 
years of neglect, of rendering the occu- 
pancy of the chamber dangerous. 

In the paper yesterday submitted to the 
Governor the architects say: ‘Since the 
above recommendation was made by us six 
years have passed. The theoretical proof 
presented by us that the abutments are se- 
cure has been confirmed by a recent exam- 
ination, and the conviction expressed that 
the differences of level of the bases of the 
granite columns are due to irregularities in 
building and not to an unequal settlement 
is proved practically by a recent report of 
the Surveyor, which shows that the rela- 
tion of the level of the columns in question 
remains the same as it was in 1882.” 

The commission appointed this year by 
the Assembly says, as quoted in this review: 
“The ruin of the vaulted ceiling is due to 
the fact that the design and method of con- 
atruction and the loading of these arches 
and vaults has been such as to give pres- 
sures which have resulted in thedisintegra- 


tion of the structure.” Thearchitects add: 
“This means that these vaults are either 
not in equilibridm or that they have been 
out of equilbrium in the past, and that the 
injury done at that time has not been re- 
paired, or both, and this conforms to our 
own conclusions and those of the commis- 
sion of 1882.” 

“The present commission,” the architects 
conclude, “nevertheless recommends the 
demolition of the vaults and of various 
other masses of masonry and the substitu- 
tion of wood, metal, and slate in-order ‘not 
to throw lateral pressure.on the outer walls, 
and so as to load the supporting walls be- 
low the Assembly Chamber as little as pos- 
sible’ Inasmuch, however, as in fact 
the present ceiling throws no lateral 
pressure on the outer walls, as thesupporting 
walls below the Assembly Chamber are not 
overloaded, and as the commission itself re- 
ports that ‘the settlement of the founda- 
tions has been slight and not very irregular,’ 
thus showing that they are not overloaded, 
the extensive demolition proposed seems to 
be quite unnecessary. The deterioration, 
the cause of which we have already ex- 
plained, has advanced so far since 1882 


that in place of the ‘slight repairs’ we then | 


recommended it may now be necessary to 
reconstruct the three central vaults; but 
we can see no reason, engineering, archi- 
tectural, or economical, why the vaulting 
should’be replaced by ‘a ceiling of wood or 
of metal.’ If it would be discreditable to 
the State that the vaulted ceiling should 
fail, through unscientific construction or 
through neglect, it would not be less dis- 
creditable to the State that it shonld be 
superseded for insufficient reasons.” 

Certainly the doubts expressed by the 
commission of 1882 whether the vaulting 
could safely be restored seem-to have-been 
resolved by experience. If that can in fact 
be done it would be not only an in- 
dignity to the architects, Dut a griev- 
ous loss to American architecture to 
do anything else than restore it. The 
Assembly Chamber has been recognized 
since it was built as “ the most. monumental 
interior in this country,” and it-would bea 
piece of vandalism most discreditable to 
the State if it were replaced by a common- 
place construction, except upon the war- 
rant of a much clearer necessity than ap- 
pears to have been shown. 


The pavement commonly knowmas “ as- 
phalt” or “tar” pavement in Brooklyn is 
undergoing its annual repairing. It had, 
as it always does, by the opening:of Spring 
become intolerably bad, being as much 
worse in this state than any stone pave- 
ment inthe city asit is when in.good con- 
dition better than any stone pavement 
for light driving. A small part, probably 
not more than.one-half, of the money spent 
in the Spring of each year in practically 
relaying this kind of pavement would, 
if applied judiciously during the year, keep 
the roadway in nearly perfect condition. 
It may be that good work cannot be done 
on it in frosty weather, but if the holes in 
the pavement were promptly repaired as 
soon as they are made up to the appearance 
of steady frost, which does not come be- 
fore December, the pavement would be in 
very fair condition for the next five or six 
months. A process so simple and effectual 
as this should commend itself, we should 
say, to Mayor CHAPIN’s business judgment. 
We beg him to see what he can do about it.

CIVIL SERVIOE REFORMEES, 


REVIEWING THE WORK OF THE LAST | 
YEAR—OFFICERS RE-ELECTED. 


The annnal meeting of the New-York 
Civil Service Association was held in one ef the 
meeting rooms of the Cooper Union last evening, 
the President, George William Curtis, im the 
chair. The attendance was large, among thos 
present being J. J. Pinkerton, 8. B, Collins, ©. L 
Sulzburger, Charles W. Watson, George R. 
Bishop, Anson Phelps Stokes, Everett PB 
Wheeler, William Potts, Horace White, Col 
Silas W. Bart, John B. Pine, and Elial F. Hall. 
In opening the meeting Mr. Curtis said that 
he would not make any extended remarks, as hé 
would reserve a detailed review of the work al 
ready accomplished and an outline for the fut 
ure for the annual meeting of the National Civil 
Service Reform Association to be held at Chieck- 
ering Hallon May 29. He commented briefly, 


however, on the present situation of affairs. Ha 
was convinced, he said, that, although ne great 
progress in the work of reform had been ac 
complished during the year, Mr. Cleveland had 
been sincere in his efforts to do all that he could 
to further it. The responsibility for a failure te 
accomplish more than had been done did not 
restupon him. He compared the condition of 
the civil service under the Administration sof 
President Grant with that of the present time, 
deducing mueh that reflected credit upon Preal- 
dent Cleveland. Success in the foture would 
depend upon the continued efforts of civil service 
reform institutions all over the eountry. 

The annual report of the Executive Commit- 
tee was read by the Secretary, William Potts, 
Referring tothe work of the association, the 
report says: ‘* After a progressive period of un- 
expected duration we have rsached one whers 
we are forced, as it wers, to ‘mark time.’ Ad- 
ministrative officers have taken advantage of 
the occupation of the public mind by other 
questions to do seme thingsin contravention of 
the letter of the law, and ae things in ovs- 
flict with its spirit. * * * During the political 
campaign circulars were addressed to holders of 
State and municipal offices calling their atten- 
tion to the law regarding political assessments. 
We have reason te believe, however, that thers 
has been a eonsiderable revival of this nefarious 
business, and that the same is true to a degree 
in the national service. What measures may bea 
hecessary to compel sbediencs to the law in this 
regard will require careful consideration.” 

The work of the Supervisory Board of thie sit 
is warmly commended, although it is admitted 
that much remains to be done in order te cover 
perfectly even the field now occupied by the 
work of the Manicipal Commission. Referring 
to the work in Brooklyn the report says that the 
very unfortunate experience of that city under 
the commission a year ago makes all the greater 
the feeling of relief eaused by the appointment 
in January of this year by Mayor Chapin of a 
new commission, consisting of gentlemen known 
to be earnest triends ef reform. 

The work of Gov. Hill’s sommission, which 
succeeded that of Mr. Cleveland, is covertiy 
condemned in the statement thas four bilis 
drawn up at a conference between that commis- 
sion and the association were never passed, and 
that all the bills which have been passed are 
detrimental to reform. Other bills have been 
introduced seeking to undermines the reform in 
various ways. Ths bills extending preference 
to veterans and providing that veterans should 
not be removed withoat a hearing are particu- 
larly criticised. 

After referring te the work in the larger olties 
throughout the State, the report deals with the 
national service as follows: “ We cannot say 
that matters show as favorable an aspect as at 
our last annual meeting. Many circumstances 
show a radical difference in opinion between the 
President of the commission and his two asso- 
ciates Which cannot fail to hamper the comnis- 
sion. Unquestionably very serious harm is done 
to the cause in some instances by political 
activity on the partof members of examining 
boards, leading to an impression on the part of 
applicants that a political bias is to be expected 
in the action of the boards themselves. A fla- 
grant instance of this character shown last Sum- 
mer was the retention of membershipin the 
Democratic State Committee by the Secretary 
of the Customs Examining Board in New-York 
and his attendance of a meeting of that commit- 
tee at Saratoga—a proclamation of his party 
affillation sufficient to last without reinforce- 
ment for an indefinite period.” 

The committee condemns the abuse charged 
against the Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, 
Isaac H. Maynard, of sending circulars to Post- 
masters in this State calling upon them to per- 
form partisan political service, and especially 
protests against similar abuses in the Surveyor’s 
department at this port. In conclusion the re- 
pert says: “Taking the country at large, in 
those positions not covered by the civil service 
Tules, the changes have gone on with suoh 
steadiness that the hopes cherished during the 
early days of this Administration have not been 
justified by the result. At the same time we 
admit that important progress toward more 
businesslike and therefore non-partisan methods 
haa been made in the Federal service.” 

The Treasurer’s report showed a balance on 
hand of $1,617 98. 

Officers were elected as follows: President— 
George William Curtis; Vioe-Presidents—John 
Jay, Carl Schurz, Francis C. Bariow, Orlande B, 
Potter, William E. Dodge, D. Willis James, Os- 
wald Ottendorfer, and Horace £& Deming; Ex- 
ecutive Committee—Everett P. Wheeler, Silas 
W. Burt, Edward Cary, Charles Collins, George 
Walton Green, Elial F. Hall, Walter Howe, A. R, 
Macdonough, George Haven Putnam, Theodore 
Roosevelt, Eaward M. Shephard, A. Maokay- 
Smith, William H. Thompson, Horace White, 
and F. W. Whitridge. 

The Execative Committee and the other stana- 
ing committees reorganized after the meeting 
withthe same Chairmen as before, and Williaw 
Potts was again chosen Secretary, and Ira Burs 
ley Treasurer, by the Executive Committee.

UPERINTENDENT D’OENCH’S SUGGES- 
TIONS TO THE PROFESSION. 
The Architectural League of New-York 


‘held one of its periodical festival sessions at 


Morello’s, 4 West Twenty-ninth-street, last 


night, and, after laying substantial foundations 


of physical, comfort in a gastronomic way, de- 
voted afew hours to the consideration of some 
important phases of the art architectural. John 
Benerley Robinson, President of the league, was 


master of the feast, and among the guests 
were A. F. D’Oench, Superintendent of 
the Bureau of Buildings of this city; the 
éssayist of the evening, Edward Kendall, Presi- 
dent, and A, J. Bloor, Secretary of the American 
Institute of Architects; Napoleon Le Brun, Cor- 
poration Architect; Arthur Tuckerman,architect 
of the Metropolitan Museum of Art, and Fred 
Crowninshield of Boston. Around the hall were 
arrangeé numerous exhibits of the handicraft of 
three of the architectural schools within the 
State, namely, the technical classes of the Met- 
ropolitan Museum of Art, the Sehool of Mines 
of Columbia College, and the architectural de- 
partment of Cornell University. Besides these 
there were exhibited for the first time the orig- 
inal drawings by Alma Tadema, R. A., for the 
celebrated piano and music room for Henry G. 
Marquand of this he & and tbe accepted com- 
— design by E. H. Brashfield of a symbolic 
gure to represent *‘ Architecture.” 

After the feast and the introduction of some 
new members Superintendent D’Oench was in- 
troduced. He said that, in the three years dur- 
ing which be had oceupied the office of Superin- 
tendent of Buildings, he had been compelled to 
pass upon 12,921 applications for building per- 
mits, representing an estimated costof con- 
struction of $191,105,000, ana for structures of 
every possible variety of architectural design. 
Of these he had been called upon to disapprove 
fully 75 per cent., or in the neighborhood of 
3,000 a year, either for defective drawings, a 
matter that was easily remedied, or, and by 
far oftener, for more defective construction, 
The speaker then went into the technical 
deseription of & number of instances of de- 
fective plans, many of which were received 
with bursts of laughter. These instances were 
quoted by Mr. D’Oench to illustrate the incom- 
petence of many of the persons claiming to be 
architects, whose efforts came before him. A 
large proportion of these errors were made in 
the case of iron construction. A common error 
was to make the lower columns ina building too 
small and the higher ones too large. Instances 
had occurred where the construction would have 
subjected yellow pine girders te a pressure of 
200,000 pounds to the square inch and where 
iron girders were supported on wooden posts. 
Stone piers in subcellars he condemned as but 
little better than wood. In the interest of fire- 
men and owners he would suggest that brick 
only be used for piers. [Applause.}] That 75 

er cent. of the applications which came before 
fim had to be rejected, he said, was due to the 
fact that there was no legal restriction upon 
any one éalling himself an architect who wanted 


to. 

“‘T think the days are past,’’ he said, “when 
the rendering of a drawing Is all that is required 
of an architect. We are of an era in which 
builaings are —— the vee re | of which in 


former times no one dreamed of. The most eco- 
nomie use of materials is demanded, and the 
strains to which they may be subiected are car- 
ried tothe utmost limit. It is my idea that 
laws should be passed aiming at the control of 
this dangerous liberty—in short, the lisensing 
of architects. Why,if physicians are licensed, 
should not architects and engineers be subject 
to similar laws? Responsibility ought certainly 
be centred somewhere, and the architect as the 
desiguer is the one who should be held to ac- 
count if an accident occurs. Lalso belisve that 
the man who designs the building should super- 
intend its construction.” 

Several of the architects present, in all nearly 
a hundred, commended the suggestion that a 
law for the licensing of architects should be 
enacted which should establish an order of in- 
telligence, without which a man should be pro- 
hibited from attempting to practice this pre- 
fession, and, while nothing was formally deter- 
mined upon, the opinion was génerally ex- 
pressed that the convictions of those present 
should be put.in shape for memorializing the 
Legislature at ite next session. 


THE HOLIDAY BIiLtl. 


THE COURSE OF GOV. HILL IN REGARD 
TO THE MEASURE, 


It was reported on the street here yester- 
day afternoon that Gov. Hill intended to veto 
the Walker Holiday bill. It caused general 
surprise, because the friends of the measure 
had received good assurance of the entire suc- 
cess of the measure. Members of the Legis- 


lature who were in the city expressed the 
opinion that the Governor had been influenced 
by the fickle mob organ, which invariably mis- 
represents public opinion. A Senator and an 
Assemblyman, both in political sympathy with 
the Governor, declared that there eould be no 
other cause for the veto, and that he probably 
feared the mob more than the antagonism of the 
commercial element. 

A. R. Dyett of Townsend, Dyett & Einstein, 
who represents the Clearing House, said, when 
his attention: was called to the rumor: “ Yes, 
we have heard it, and fear it will be 
verified. It came like a flash of lightning 
out of a clear esky, as we had every 
reason to think the Governor was with us. I 
have received a telegram from Albany in 
effect that the bill will be veteed or that 
the Governor will consent to have the bill with- 
drawn in order to replace it with one provid- 
ing for whole Saturday sna bd during 
June, July, and August. Quick action was ad- 
vised, owing to the glowing days of the Legislat- 
ure, and if was suggested that we telegraph 
an acceptance of the Governer’s proposition. 
This is my reply to the telegram: ‘We 
do not want whole holidays in June, 
July, and August, and to send such a 
telegram would not only misrepresent our 
wishes, but would be equivalent to asking the 
Governor to veto the Dill, to say nothing of 
getting a new Dill through the House at 
this late day.’ I aiso sent another 
telegram stating that if the Governor 
had positively decided to veto the bill, 
there was no good reason why the Clearing 
House should ask him te, especially as there is 
no law which prevents the Legislature from 
passing a new bill on the same subject inde- 
pendent of any action by the Goy- 
ernor. Although I never heard the Goy- 
ernor promise te sign any Dill, I was 
informed, and so were others, that at the time 
the joint committee had the subject under dis- 
cussion he expressed an opinion that the 
Walker bill was a fair compromise to both sides. 
One intimation regarding the feeling of the Gov- 
ernor came before the bill reached the Assembly. 

“Regarding the history of the compromise 
measure, there were two bills offered—one in 
the Assembly and one in’ the Senate. The As- 
sembly Committee on Banks reported a biil 
(Rhodes’s) in the latter part of January to re- 

al the half-heliday law, and it was passed. 

efore that, however, a dill (Walker's) 
had been introduced in the Senate, amending 
the law so as to make half holidays operative 
every Saturday in the menths of June, July, 
August, and September. The two bills were 
in conflict, and it became a question as 
to which should go to the Governor. 
A joint committee was appointed, and the Walk- 
er bill was reported favorably upon. after 
I had s gested seme slight amendments. 

In the 
Assembly Mr. Rhodes offered an amend- 
ment making the whole  holida for 
two months as an mess for half holidays

AFFAIRS IN FOREIGN 


THE POPE ASKS ADVIOE 
IRISH BISHOPS. 
MGR. PERSICO INSTRUCTED TO ASK THEIR 
VIEWS WITHOUT DELAY—ENGLAND 
AND THE SAMOAN QUESTION, 

Lonpon, May 7.—Sir James Ferguson, 
Under Foreign Secretary, stated in the House of 
Commons to-day that no unofficial communiea- 
tion had passed” between the Government and 
the Pope with reference to the latter's rescript 
condemning boycotting and the plan 
of campaign. He also atated = that 
the Government had not brought to 
bear any influence to bring about the 
issue of the rescript. Referring to the Samoan 
question, he said that the Government had no 
reason to complain of King Malietoa’s failure to 
keep his agreements. Germany did not ask the 
assent of the British and American Govern- 
ments to the deportation of King Maltetos, and 
the position of England and America upon the 
subject was unchanged. 

A dispatch from Romeo says that in view of 
the attitude of the leaders of the National 
League the Pope has instructed Cardinal 
Simeoni to direct Mgr. Persice to obtain from 


the Irish Bishops without delay declarations of 
their views upon the rescript. The observations 
ef the Bishops will be submitted to the Congre- 
gation of the Propaganda. 

Mr. Thomas Joseph Condon, member of Par- 
liament, who was arrested for offenses under the 
Crimes act, was convicted {on Dablin to-day on 
the charge of participating in an unlawful as- 
sembly and sentenced to two weeks’ imprison- 
ment without hard labor. The hearing on the 
other charges against him was adjourned. 

Mr. Dillon, in a speech at Drogheda to-day, 
strongly resented the Pope's interference with 

olitics. His remarks elicited expressions of 

issent from his extreme views from several 
priests who were present. 

A son of the late M. Katkoff, who is making a 
tour of Switzerland, was robbed recently of 
jewelry worth 23,000 in the Geneva railway 
station.

THE EMPEROR HAS A BAD DAY. 
BUT IMPROVES TOWARD NIGHT—THE 
EMPRESS GROWING POPULAR. 
BERLIN, May 7.—A bulletin issued this 
morning says: ‘‘The Emperor's sleep was dis- 
turbed last night. The secretion of pus is more. 

copious. The Emperor feels languid.” 

At 3:15 this afternoon the Emperor had not 
arisen from his bed. He felt fatigued, and had 
no appetite. 

The Emperor’s weakness causes alarm. The 


discharge of pus is now so copious that it is nec- 
essary to clean the canula every half hour. 

9 P. M.—The Emperor has passed a good day, 
and he feels somewhat better. His fever is 
very slight this evening. At a consultation of 
the physicians it was agreed that the Emperor 
showed improvement. The Emperor himeelf 
said he felt stronger and fresher. The discharge 
from the throat is less. His temperature is 
38.6° Celsius. 

The Emperor’s fever continues low. showing 
that no fresh abscess is forming. Dr. Mackenzie 
induces him to take necessary food, but his 
weakness is becoming serious. He had refresh- 
ing naps this afternoon. This evening he em- 
phasized the remark that he felt stronger by 
clinching his fist vigorously and stretching and 
withdrawing his arm. 

The Rewhsanzeiger to-day publishes a list of 
persons promoted in office and rank. The grade 
of noble is conferred upen Prof. Greist and upon 
Dr. Siemens, the eJectrician. Dr. Ducius, the 
Minister of Agricultu and the four sons of 
Herr Stumm, the steel manufacturer, receive 
the title of Freiherr.

IMITATING THE AMERICAN SENATE. 
THE AUSTRIAN UNTERHAUS REBUKED 
FOR BRUTAL DISCUSSION. 

Vienna, May 7.—The committee appoint- 
ed by the Reichsrath to inquire into the charge of 
embezzlement made by Herr Lueger againat 
Herr Swoboda has declared the proofs offered by 
Herr Lueger to be insufficient. The committee 
will recommend to the Unterhaus that Herr 
Lueger be censured. ; 

Despite the appeal of President Smolka of the 
Unterhaus that the Deputies refrain from using 
abusive language in debate, the sittings of Sat- 
urday and to-day were characterized by hot ex- 
shanges of invective. Deputy Turk, a prom- 


inent member of the anti-Semitic party, was ac- 
cused during the debate of having undergone 
prosecution for indecency. He immediately 
challenged his accuser to a duel. An inquiry 
into the charge was made during Herr Turk's 
absence from the Chamber. President Smuvlika, 
in rebuking the Chamber for investigating the 
charge in the absence of the accused, charac- 
terized the style of the debate as brutal and 
declared that henceforth he would use severely 
his rights as President. 

Count Kalnoky has sent to Signor Crispi, 
the Italian Prime Minister, an autograph letter 
thanking him for defending Austria in the re- 
cent debate in the Italian Chamber of Dep- 
uties against the charge of seeking conquests 
in Eastern Europe. 

After the adjournment of the court to-day in 
the case of Deputy von Schoenerer, the leader 
of the anti-Semitic movement, who is charged 
with assaulting the editora of the Neue Wiener 
Tagblatt,a crowd of partisans drew the de- 
fendant to his home in a carriage, singing ‘‘ Die 
Wacht am Rhein” and other national songs. 
Last evening a hostile demonstration was mads 
in front of the Tagbdiatt oftice, and a guard of 
police had to be placed around the building.

THE STORY OF IRELAND. By the Hon, EMILY 
LAWLESS, author of “ Hurrish,” &c. WithSome 
Additions by Mrs. ARTHUR BRONKON. New-

Books on Ireland, its past and present, its 
statesmen, politicians, and writers, do not 
cease to pour from the press. For the most 
part they are hasty productions, which re- 
flect the prejudice of the authors, but some- 
times we find a careful work whose writer 
has been rendered timid by the clash of bat- 
tle in the press and Parliament, and hopes 
by colorless statement to reconcile both 
parties. Vain hope! The combatants in 
the British Islands and those who assist 
them with their sympathy on this side of 
the ocean are not of that stamp. They like 
hard knoeks and strong meat. They 
would rather read Goldwin Smith than 
Lecky; they prefer the dyspeptic rav- 
ings of Carlyle to a calm statement 
of facts as they are; they call for 
horse, foot, and great guns instead of ad- 
vocating réasonable discussion and the set- 
tlement of burning questions by peaceful 
means, 

One of the books which will please no 

class of readers who have given special 
attention to the subject is ‘‘The Story of 
Ireland,” by the Hon. Miss Emily Lawless, 
who has written several interesting novels 
of Irish life. One might expect just the 
contrary, considering who Miss Lawless is, 
namely, a clever and even brilliant littéra- 
teur, who belongs distinctively to the upper 
class of Ireland and yet has sympathy with 
the peasantry and middle class. Good-will is 
not wanting, and there is evidence that Miss 
Lawless has made the topic astudy, so that 
it seems harsh to criticise her work, espe- 
cially as in many respects it is able and 
readable, But while she is free from the 
violence and recklessness of statement 
which mar a great many of the popular 
books addressed by patriots more fiery than 
wise to patriots inflammable and anything 
but learned, she does not betray any evi- 
fence of more than the most superficial un- 
ferstanding of the problems formerly 
before Ireland and at present arising in 
new shapes to confront the statesmen of 
the United Kingdom. 
_ Some of her simple statements torm true 
indictments against the policy pursued 
toward Ireland, but she does not, per- 
haps she dare not, draw the moral as 
we expect it to be drawn ina book whose 
handy size and presence in a series of 
Stories of the Nations makes clearness 
needful. Miss Lawless is never intention- 
ally unjust. One may sympathize with 
her when one considers the delicacy of 
her task, but after all it is no business of 
readers whether Miss Lawless’s surround- 
ings, friendships, and relationships are such 
that she cannot “speak out in meetin’.” 
Her view is substantialiy British, not Irish. 
There is no putting the blame where it be- 
longs, and there is a repeated note 
of despair which is tantamount to 
a confession that the subject is toa 
much for her. She has a most in- 
adequate knowledge of the old tongue, the 
old history, the old literature of the Gaels. 
She does not understand, at any rate she 
does not state, the immense and constantly- 
increasing influence America has exerted on 
Ireland for 200 years if not longer. Such 
significant facts as the spontaneous moye- 
ments in New-York and other cities to re- 
lieve the starvation in Ireland in 1847 are 
not mentioned. We hear nothing of the 
Macedonian and Jamestown frigates loaded 
with provisions by New-York and Boston 
respectively. And yet such are just the 
straws on the surface that a historian notes 
in order to show the currents. Unconsciously, 
and in spite of a resolution to be fair, Miss 
sawless betrays her antagonism to the 
whole spirit of Irish nationality for a cent- 
ury ormore by such a slip as this: “ Belfast 
had been left empty of troops and was hourly 
in fear of a French descent, added to which 
it was harassed by the dread of a famous 
pirateof the period called Paul Jones.” Max 
O’ Rell has given amusing instances of how 
English writers twist history to their own 
advantage. There is no hint that Paul 
Jones was a duly commissioned officer in the 
American Navy, nor that he met and beat 
the best Englishmen with the odds against 
him. Atthisraie Benjamin Franklin may 
still be called a rioter and Washington 2 
bandit. There are many small mistakes in 
the volume, some through typographical 
errors, others from carelessness or ignorance. 
On page 75 *‘ Round Tower at Devenish” is 
the picture of some other tower, not that on 
the island of Lough Erne. But itis irksome 
to point out where Miss Lawless fails as a 
historian, for her perfect good faith is plain 
enough. It needs a special gift for work of 
Ghia kind, and she has not the giit; that is 
ell.

NEW BOOKS. 


—The Book of Genesis. By Marcus Deds, 
9. D., author of “The Parables of our Lord,” 
po. New-York: A. C. Armstrong & Son. Pp. 
445.—Dr. Dodsisa clergyman of the Free 
Scotch Kirk, has written a,dozen or more 
volumes on theological and religious sub- 


jects, and is a scholar of assured reputation 
for learning and orthodoxy. Following a 
fashion which is becoming quite common, 
he takes the book of Genesis as the 
basis of some thirty lectures or es- 
gays, and finds abundant room for 
practical teaching of Christian. truth 
drawn from the record in the first book in 
the Bible. There is remarkable breadth of 
view, keen insight, and rare power of ex- 
tracting useful lessons from the narratives 
in this ancient writing. ‘The six chapters 
devoted to Joseph, the noblest specimen of 
Old Testament characters, will illustrate 
the author’s skill and ability. He recog- 
nizes the just claim of seience so far as 
science can rightly go, but at the same 
time he makes it plain that the Bible 
is not meant to teach and does not 
undertake to teach science at all. He has 
ne confidence in the attempt to reconcile 
the Bible and modern science by any such 

eans as are often used; for example, he 

olde that “day” in Genesis is day of 24 
hours and nothing else, and he deems it 
very unwise for Christian apologists to try 
to accommodate scientific necessities hy 
making the word to mean any long interval 
of time, say a million ormore years. Taken 
as a whole, the present volume is full of in- 
teresting matter, critical, exegetical, and 
suggestive, 


— The Gospelfof Si. John: An Exposition Ex- 
egetical and Homiletical. By the Rev. Thomas 
Whitelaw, M. A,, D. D., author of Exposition 
and Homiletics in. Pulpit Commentary on 
Genesis, Gc. New-York: E. P. Dutton § 
Co. 8vo, pp. 526. 1888.—The Fourth Gos- 
pel, as Dr. Whitelaw assures us, enjoys the 
double distinction of being “ greatly spoken 
against” by unfriendly assailants and high- 
ly extolled by earnest defenders. It has 
been stigmatized as a myth or theological 
romance or wanting in point or power on 
the one hand and eulogized as the pre-emi- 
nently unique and precious Gospel of Christ 
on the other. The present writer, being one 


of the defenders of the beloved Dis- 
ciple’s work, has bestowed great care 
and attention upon St. John’s Gos- 
pel with the design of furnishing an 
exposition and defense specially adapted 
“for the use of clergymen, students, and 
teachers.” He gives us here the result of 
long and careful study of the original as 
well as of the examination of numerous 
volumes which have been written on the 
Gospel in ancient and modern days. First, 
there is an introduction of some 70 pages, 
which is well worth studying, and abounds 
in matter both useful and necessary to the 
reader and student of St. John. He dis- 
cusses fully the * Johannine Question,” i. ¢., 
the authenticity, the authorship, the compo- 
sition, the purpose, and the plan of tho 
Gospel. Then Dr. Whitelaw proceeds to 
the work of Exegesis, beginning with Chap- 
ter I. and carrying it through, chapter by 
chapter, and verse by verse, to the end 
ef the Gospel. This part of his work is 
excellently done, and shows not only the 
writers harmony and ability, but also his 
large acquaintance with the works of others 
who have tommented favorably and un- 
favorably upon St. John, So faras we have 
noted, he holds to the orthodox interpreta- 
tion of the articles of faith as set forth 
aa Fane Nicene Creed. He uses great

—The Indians’ Side of the Indian Question. 
By William Barrows, D. D. Boston: Dv 


Lothrop Company.—‘' No Cherokee or white. 


man with a Cherokee family can possibly 
live among such white people as will first 
settle this country” is the declaration of a 
Cherokee living in Georgia, and these 
words, uttered seventy years ago, were as 
true then as they are to-day. What are we 
to do to prevent the abuse of the Indian? 
Mr. Barrows explains the difficulties: ‘‘We 
have a curving frontier white belt 1,600 
miles long and 600 deep, and it is con- 
stantly moving on and over Indian lands 
and reservations and rights, inexorable 
and irresistible. To stop or turn it 
would be like meddling with the stealthy 
shadows of the eclipse.” The Indian never 
is accepted as a neighbor. The settler does 
not take to these border lands with a view 
of bettering the Indians’ condition. That is 
the furthest possible from his ideas. He 
goes there to better himself. It is a dreadful 
thing, that instinct of race, that holds as 
lower than himself men of another breed. 
We may philosophize as we will, hold up 
our hands in holy horror, but a terrier will 
chase a cat and a white man will quarrel 
with and hunt down an Indian, and partic- 
ularly that aboriginal who lives on theland 
the white man covets. “‘ We must Christian- 
ize the white border to such an extent as to 
secure its moral respect and toleration for 
an Indian reservation which the faith of 
the Government has guaranteed.” We 
ought to do that, but we cannot. 
Why God Almighty in his infinite 
wisdom, should carry out the principle of 
the survival of the fittest we do not know, 
but it does look asif the inexorable law 
was fast speeding to its fulfillment. Mr. 
Barrows in this volume pleads for the right 
of the Indian, and is a believer in the effi- 
ciency of the Dawes bill. The upshot of 
this bill is to give the Indian in time, but 
not at once, all the rights of citizenship. 
When the Indian is fitted to become a mem- 
ber of the Republic, then only can he enjoy 
ell its privileges, The trouble, however, 
scems to be, - those who wish 
well to the bill, this: that the In- 
dian cannot be improved, unless the 
white surroundings also are made 
to meve along, toward a higher moral and 
social plane. It is something like Cole- 
ridge’s reply to those who wished to Chris- 
tianize the Jews, only the conditions are 
more complex: ‘* Make them first good Jews, 
then it would be time to make good Chris- 
tians of them.” How are Indians to exist ? 
They are not agriculturists; all efforts 
in this direction seem to have failed, If he 
has no warranty title to the land he tills, 
why should he want to plow it? Remove 
him foreibly, and let him know that he is 
certain in a time longer or shorter to be torn 
from his labor—is it surprising, then, 
has become “lazy and list- 
less and hopeless?” Mr. Barrows presents 
many spokesmen the unfortunate Indian 
has. There is the agent, whose political 
campaign bills are generally cashed; the 
contractor, who believes in the Indian as a 
consumer of goods; the speculator, who 
wants the Indian’s lands; the railroad party, 
who wants tepés out of the way of his track; 
the philanthropist, of the rum and Congo 
denunciation kind, who “ lacks reams of 
paper” to write it all down, There is the 
fiction person, who represents Cooper’s In- 
dians; the citizen friend, ‘“ who sees ina 
ballot and a»warranty deed for land in 
severalty a cure for al) civilills that Amer- 
ican flesh 1s heir to, Then come “the re- 
demption of the red man” individual and 
the missionary. There are many theo- 
rists, but few who have any practical 
ideas. Many people, if asked ‘What 
is to become of the Indians?” reply 
‘**Just wait a while, for in 25 or 50 years 
our children will have no conscience pricks 
like we have, for then there will be no In- 
dian left to be a reproach jo us.” How 
many Indians are there? Our estimates are 
very uneertain. We have tried to keep 
count of what we call the “civilized Indi- 
an,” but the “wild” red man escapes enu- 
meration, He scorns the census, We are 
supposed te count Indians as being about 
260,000, but with Mr. Barrows, we deem 
this but an estimate. But what we do 
know is this, that with the Indians wehave 
made 929 treaties, and have broken almost 
every one of them, Ve vietis, which, trans- 
iated into the cruel Americanism of to-day, 
is “ clear the track.”

DECIDED AGAINST WOMEN | 


NOT RECOGNIZED BY THE 
METHODIST CONFERENCE. 
AFTER A GALLANT STRUGGLE THEIR 
FRIENDS SUCCUMB UNDER A _ HOS- 

TILE VOTE OF 249 ‘To 173. 

The Bishops and conservatism prevailed 
yesterday in the Methodist Episcopal Confer- 
ence, After a gallant struggle the friends ofjthe 
women delegates elect were overcome, though 
by so small a vote that the defeat was by no 
means devoid of glory. As the culmination of a 
shrewd, careful, and persistent attack vy aminor- 
ity against a majority, however, the result was 
creditable to the victors. The general opinion 
seems to be in the convention that if the mem- 
bera had been calied upon to vote at the open- 
ing of the Conference the women delegates 
would have at once been admitted. It is equally 
certain that, while the action of the Bishops in 
refusing to admit the women delegates may 
have somewhat reduced the majority, it had the 
effect of arousing in tite remainder a no-compro- 
mise spirit which was one of the greatest diffi- 
eulties the upholders of conservatism had to 
contend with, They went to work with a will, 
however, and the result of their endeavers to 
coax those who hed to be coaxed and to fright- 
enthose who could bs frightened was a well- 
earned tribute to their dexterity in debate. The 
ready and frequent recognition by the chair of 
Dr. Buckley and his able seconders was 4 great 
help. This was especially the case yesterday 
when in the close of the six days’ debate the ex- 
ponents of the women delegates were peculiarly 
fortunate. Dr. Lanahan, one of their strongest 
speakers, brought the debate to an apparent 
close, and then ex-Senator Warner Miller, by 
virtue of one of the rules of order, had the priy- 
ilege of speaking once more on the same side. 
This was more than the wavering ones could 
stand, and though it was hoped by those favor- 
ing the women when the session opened tnat 
they would win by a close vote they were almost 
in despair when tho time to vote came. 

The yote was a relief to allin the vast audience 
room. Oratory had become a bore, and though 
many unconvinced ones in the Conference gavo 
a careful hearing to the speakers, those who had 
already made up their minds indulged incon- 
versation with one another in a way which 


called forth many angry protests from the breth- 
ren with a stickling for the proprieties or a de- 
sire to hear what was being said. During the 
Aebate the ladies in the boxes wers.listiéss, and 
chatted among themselves in supreme indiffer- 
ence to what was going on below. Finely, 
rounded perivds, enhanced by grace and energy 
of gesture, which would have evoked storms 
of applause early in jas? week went nn- 
heeded, The charm of novelty was absent 
from what was being said, and although 
one of the epeakers sought to muke the point 
that the case was one iu Which a desired accu- 
mulation of evidence warranted the repetition 
over and over again of the same arguments, 
the temper of his hearers showed that they did 
not agree with him. The Conference wanted to 
vote, and the audience wanted to see the vote 
taken, and when the wignty shout, * Vote! 
Vote! Vote!” went up for the fourth time, and 
the Bishop, in accordance with the rule, pro- 
ceeded to recognize another spewker, the alitici- 
pation of another 20 minutes devoted to a re- 
hash of the already well-learned arguments had 
aaomewhat depressing eifect. 

When the time to vote arrived, suppressed ex- 
citement ruled throughout the audience rovin. 
Every word of those who spoke on the various 
qotions seeking to regulate the manner of tak- 
ing the vote was listened to intentiy. A Close 
vote was expected, aud any slight advantage 
aceruing from aclever parliamentary stroke by 
oue siie or ibe other was going to be important. 
During the Voting all was hushed save the clear, 
full voice of the Secretary and the answers of 
the delegiites. The substitute, which preposed 
to give both sides the victory, had been very 
quickly rejected, and then came the vote on the 
amendwent which scut the linpertant question 
for sattiement tothe Annual Conferences andthe 
next General Conference. This was adopted by 
the deq@isive vote of 249 to 173, the ministerial 
and lay bodies Voting together. 

Even with this defeat staring them in the 
face th® supporters of the women would not 
siitrender, One chabee was left, and when the 
Conference decided that u vote should be taken 
of the two bodies of the Conterencs un thea main 
question of the amended report, which refused 
admission to the women, they plucked up hope 
that they might still be able te force a“ lock” 
hy Virtie of a miaiority of ons of the bodies, 
Tais body Was the laymen, whose vote was 
known tu have been very close in the previous 
struccle. It was a@ geod mové and lacked only 
two volés of being success(ul As war expected, 
the ithinisieria! delegates went largely tor the 
report, their vote standing 159 to 122, Of the 
lay delevates 78 aupported the report and 76 
opposed it. This ended the battle, and ho effort 
was wade by tiie presiding Officer to duoll the 
applause which greeted the outcome of the long 
aud ealiaut intellectual combat, 

One litths incident provoked an outbreak of 
lliglter during the taking of the vote, Among 
the delevates Was one tamed Chestnut, and the 
merriment with which the announcement of the 
name was receiycd surpassed all the outbreaks 
of tie kind which had previously occurred. 
Bishops, Setretaries, boary Elders, dignified 
layinen, staid sisters jn the boxes and galleries, 
joitied in thé general laughter, and Secretary 
Monroe blushed to his temples to find that he 
bid aniiaetily blessomed oul as the humorist of 
the great body. 

Attiiung those who watched the proceedings 
from the boxes were Bishop Taylor, the Rev. Dr. 
MacArthur, the Rey. Dr. Masden, the Rev. Dr. 
Purtome, J. H. Tatlt, and Jobn French of Brook- 
lyt, Mis. Clinton B. Piek, Mrs. Andrews, and 
Mrs. Colgate. Ailthe boxes were occupied and 
the two galicriess aveve contained a larger num 
ber of spectators than #t any time during the 
Cérifereticée. The result of the debuts Was a Very 
géneral disappolhtment. Women who had at- 
tenéed the séssions hoping and praying that the 
Conference would decide that in the church, 
at ieast, wontah had her righta, Were deé- 
jetted. by tie outcome, and wuttefances of 
an almost réleliious Chatacter were tu be 
heard as the tig audiente slowly and 
fomewhat sadly filed out through hall and 
foyer. The coneral belief was that thé results 
Wasa death blow to woman’s aspirations for 
any a year io come, unless the women them- 
seives, Who constitute so Vast & Majority of the 
church membership, iid some Way of making a 
Gemand for the recoguition denied then), They 
acknowledged that it was impossible to hope for 
help from the Annual Conferences, Whose three- 
fourths vote will be required to bring them 
again before the General Conferetice. The other 
side was sorrespondingly joyous and the seren- 
est aweng all the clerieal cotntenances, after 
the benediction had been pronetn¢ed and the 
brethren begati to mingle tugéther and discuss 
the day’s work informally, were those of the 
Bishops. They aniiled benignantly in ail diree- 
lions, and the junior Biehop waved his hand 
triumphantly at a friend in one of the boxes who 
had been an ardent supporter of the ladiea, and 
was chewing the bitter cud of defeat sad and 
alone. 

To-day the Conference will tate up the ques- 
tion of th three contested delegates, and when 
these are disposed of matters of importance will 
be brought up and referred toé the re tt Agee 
committess. This will set the full machinery of 
the Conference in motion, and thenceforward 
committees méetings will be held regularly every 
afternoon. 


OPENING THE WORDY CONTEST. 
The session of the Conference was opened with 
prayer by the Rey. Dr. J. M. Johnson of the 
Norway Confereucé. It was Bishop Ninde’s 
turn to preside. Heis of medium height, with 


Hglt hair and eyes, and is notheavy. Delegates 
in the fear of the house had a little trotible in 
hearing him at first. The death of two mem- 
bers of the Conference, the Rev. Dr. 0. G. Clark 
of the Maine delegation and Lay Delegate Leav- 
itt Bates of the New-England Conference, was 
aunounced by the Secretary. Two cempiittees 
of seven members each were appointed to pre- 
pare resolutions in regard to their decease. The 
Rev. Dr. Clark was one of the assistant work- 
ers, aud was much interested in the Conference. 
The Conference also adopted resolutions of sym- 
pathy with their brother delegate, D. T. Denny 
oi Oregon, whose daughter died on Friday at a 
hotel in this sity. Mr. Denny’s family had ac- 
companied Him to the ity to spend a pleasant 
mouthin the Kast. They started back to their 
home in the far West on Saturday with the body 
of the lady. 

In order to continue the debate on the woman 
question the rules were Ces er ee vn motion of 
the Kev. Dr. Paxton of Philadelphia. The Rey. 
I'r. Homer H. Moore of the Erie Conference was 
Pope lucky wan to be singied out by Bishop 

‘inde, He had ceme to the Conference opposed 
t6 the seating of women, he said, but if the law 
and constitution were to be abided by he be- 
Heved that the elect women should remain in 
Shelt sé6ats. With regard to the question of in- 
tent in the constitution he said that there were 
eettain truths under a constitution that were 
aniject to growth, and that time and study 
threw new light on them. “We know more 
atout Abrahamic government than Abraham 
did himself; we know more about the Sermon 
on the Mount than those who heard it, aud do 
not be surprised if I say that we know more 
of Peter’s sermon on the day of Pentecost 
than Peter knew himoeif.” ([Laughter.] The 
women, Dr. Moore sais, forming a vast portion 
of the church, weré faieiug much money and 
passing it over to the mén to take care of. Their 
power wae manifest, avd their share in looking 
after the iatereata of the church was due therm. 

The Dr. Arthur Ladwards of Detroit began 
his speech by stating that the only colored dele- 
gate who epoken had said to him that he 
was sorry his convictions were in opposition to 
60 many who had hel free his race. The 

er at if he did not speak

a clear title to their seats or not be given them. 
lt was wiser to send the question baek to the 
root of the lay representatives—the Annual Con- 
ferences, 

The laymen had one of their representatives 
gain the floor in the person of Judge Taylor of 
St. Louis, who discussed the legal aspect of the 
case and construed hia reading of the church 
constitution as in opposition to the seating of 
the women. He drew his argument by analogy, 
going back to the Constitution of the United 
States, The law as to Who should be Senatora of 
the United States and their qualifications did not 
imply sex in any manner; it simply provided as 

»to the persons 6ligible. But any one would be 
deemed a crank who, because thore was nothing 
impiying sex in the Constitution, should get up 
on the Senate floor and hold that women were 
eligible to be Senators. The language in regard 
to the President of the United Status was of per- 
gon, not ofsex. Women had certain disabilities 
under the common law and could be placed on 
equalfooting with men only by their removal. 

The Rey. Joremiah H.- Bayliss ef the Cinein- 
nati Conference andeditor of the Weslern Christian 
Advocate said: **We must be calm, we mubt also 
be judicial, and we must also be consistent if we 
ean. Now, let us see. We are discussing really 
the plan of lay representation. It has been re- 
iterated until we are impressed byit. I have 
been a little impressed myself that this 
General Conference cannot construe this 
pian so as to admit women into the Gen- 
eral Conference because the Generali Confer- 
ence is only one of the two parties who 
by concurrent action made the pian, and there- 
fore cannot change it.” Mr. Bayliss likened the 
agitation relative to local preachers in 1872 to 
the present struggle. As the Genéral Confer- 
ence, ho said, took upon itself the power 
of construing the law so as to admit 
joeal preachers as delegates without sending 
the matter to the Annual Conference, this Coun- 
ference could do likewise in the inatter of ad- 
mitting women as delegates. ‘I don’t discuss,” 
he continued, “‘ the advisability of letting women 
in as lay delegates, but the question is, has the 
General Conference the power to ¢onstrue the 
constitution? The General Conference has con- 
strued this already, and its decision has been 
acted upon by us for 16 years. I conclude, 
therefore, that the Genoral Conference of 1872 
intended to include all members of the church 
who were not members of an Annual Confer- 
ence.” 

SIGNS OF IMPATIENCE SHOWN. 

Dr. To@ad of Wilmington spoke amid loud 
cries of Vote.” “I am of opinion,” he said, 
“that the law of the church, as it now stands, 


does notineclude women as being eligible to take 
part in the councils of the church,” 

Judge Hartshorn of California followed with 
an argument in favor of admitting the women. 

Dr. Neoly of Philadelphia was hotly oppased 
when he sectred recognition on the ground that 
he had already spoken on the question. He was 
sustained, however. Those who opposed the 
immediate admission of women, he said, were 
not opposed to them as delegates under proper 
circumstances, and were particularly not in op- 
position to the women uow before the Confer- 
ence. The whole question was One of law, and 
the Conference should treat it as a Judge and 
notas an advocate. He thought thatan analy- 
sis of the substitute showed that 1t was exceed- 
ingly dangerous. A compromise was not neces- 
satily good because it was a compromise. 
There could be no Compromise on a 
question of law. The substitute was really 
a yielding of ths whole vase by both 
sides. It declared the ladies eligible by giving 
them their seats and then declared tuey were 
not eligible by sending them down to the An- 
nual Conference to have their eligibility settled. 
The question was one of constitutional law. 
The Conference was to decide Whether the wom- 
enhad any constitutional right of admission. 
Even if there wae a doubt about it they ought to 
wait until the church at large haa resolved the 
doubt. When the General Conference should 
say who should or who should not enter the 
Conference without regard to the Annual Con- 
feretices &@ most dangerous precedent would be 
formed. There were three classes of opinion 
within the Conference on the question—those 
who contend that the law did not intend to 
make women eligible, those who think it is 
doubtful, and those whe construe tle law to 
miauke women eligible. The latter, he held, 
violated all sound principle of interpreting the 


jaw. 


John C. Ridpath of Indiana got the floor 
aftera struggie. Mr. Albert attempted to get 
in a word regarding his speech against the wom- 
en coming into the Conference. The Bishop 
choked him off, however, as being out of order, 
but not belore he had observed that the hegroes 
were not made free by any interprotation of the 
constitution, Mr. Ridpath contented himself 
with showing some alleged fallacies on the part 
of those who Lad spoken against bringing in the 
wofien delegates. Hb admitted that the légis- 
lation of the Conferencé was not ample atid ex- 
plicit and not unequivocally adegtiate in refer- 
cence to women; but it was certainly not athple 
for their exclusion. The burden rested With the 
opposition to show that the women should be 
excluded, He had not expected the argument 
of silence in the constitution to be urged in such 
a body. 

Dr. Jensban of Baltimore, rising to a question 
of priviiege—When @ brothér of color aruse and 
intide an intelligent and Galm address to this 
body it will be remembered that advaitage was 
tuken ot his evlor to reply to him and intimidate 
the brethren of his own race. [Cries of “Oh! 
ob!” 

Bishop Nindé—1I hardly think that Dt. Lanahan 
is in order. 

The Key. J. Albert Hyden of the South Kansas 
Confersnce—I tie¥e that Dr. Lanahati is out of 
order in discussing this question. 

Bishop Ninde—I think the point of order is well 
taken. 

Li. Lanahan—Dyr, Slicer has beén quoted as 
advocating thé admission Gf Women as aele- 
gates when the lay delegation question Was 
pending. Isay that the thonght of admitting 
women a8 lay delegates néver entered out binds 
ut that tims. Itis a remurkable fact that after 
16 years of silente on this subject, during Which 
not a word was spoken throughout the charch 
on the subject, two or three ladies are eleet- 
ed as delegates, and the church lifts up 
its eyes as if there had been a revela- 
tion of a néeW planet, and that now, in 
the highest couticiis “ef the church, there 
shottld be found those who advocate their im- 
mediate admission. If these ladies come ih and 
take their seats there is alarge portion of the 
chureb in which it weuld be said they were here 
illegally. It Gouid not thus be said when lay- 
imeh eame ilite the chureh, though thee was a 
great spirited opposition to their G¢oming, and 
there is & Vast multitude in the church to-day 
that thinks they otlght hot to be here. Bitt they 
are clearly entitled to be here besause it has been 
done if harmony with the laws of thé church. 
I have iio right to Speak for thein, but from my 
knowledge of some of them, of their sense 
of reiinement, and from the spirit. that 
has been manifested againat them, I say 
that there are ladies among those dele- 
gutes who would fefuse to take theif seats 
here tinder the circumstances, even if a major- 
ity should declare them eligible. I cousider the 
only right and proper cotirss is to send this 
question around to the Antal Conferences for 
decision. If unanimously this body were to 
say that I should take my Seat as it proposes 
that these ladies sheuld do, and then send it 
around to the Anntial Conferences to decide 
whether it was legal, I would say I will wait 
four years andeven 4,000 years. My purpose 
in getting up was to miove the previous qties- 
tion, which I now do, 

The motion having been recorded, the Bishop 
said: “As many as will susiain the previous 
question, rise.” 

As only about half a dozen méh remained stat- 
ed, Bishop Nifde declared the motion catried. 

Dr. Pendleton—I suppose there is nothing to 
do but take a votot 

Bishop Ninde—The rule of the Conference is 
that the committee making the report shall have 
the right of closing thif debate. 

Dr. Buckley—I mov’ the extension of the time 
until this question is disposed of. 

Ex-Gov. Cumback pt Indiana—I object. 

The motion, howafer, was catried. 


WARNER MILLER ENDS DEBATE. 
Ex-Senator Warner. Miller appeared as the 
apokeaman of thé committes. He satd: “I re- 
gret that it has fallen to my lot to close this de- 
bate on behal? of the majority of the committee, 
for I lay no claim whatever to any special knowl- 


edge of ec¢lesiastical laws. But,as this ques- 
tion largely affects the laynien of the church, 
perhaps I am notjaltogether unfamiliar with 
that common knowledge which comes 
to the great mass of our people. I[ 
sball not attempt to review the 
arguments at any greatlength which have been 

resented here, for thereis not time to do it; 
but I hope to be able briefly to state the position 
of the majority of the committee and some of 
the foremost reasons which led them to make 
the report that they did, and to allude briefly to 
the position of the opponents. Aud then I hope 
to be able to ask this body, representing our 
great churen, whether or no we cannot find 
some conminon ground upon which we can agree, 
hoping thereby to advance the interest of our 
chureh, 

“ First, the committee or the majority of the 
cominittes bas taken the grotind that women are 
ineligible as members of this General Contfer- 
ence because the constitution forbids it, and 
that it nowhere permits it; secondly, that it has 
been the uniform practice of our church not to 
admit them, We al agree that this is ® question 
of the wonstitution of the church, and that it 
admits of no sentiment whatever. I regret, 
however, that the opponents of the majority of 
the committee havé, almost without exception, 
one and all, brought sentiment imto this debate. 
They have speken somewhatin harsh terms of 
the majority of the committee and of these who 
agree with them because we stand here claim- 
ing that a very large portion of the 
church—tbhe women—have not the right to be 
represented legally in this body. I feel that the 
Methodist Church has done a good work in 
educating aud elevating the whole race, and 
particularly in the direetion of broadening the 
field for women. My views on this subject have 
been expressed so OfteA that I need not go into 
them how. The ground we take is that the Dis- 
cipline, which, next to the Bible, the Methodist 
holds as sacred, does not admit women to this 
body, and that they cannot legally come here 
until that Discipline and constitution of the 
church shall have beén 80 changed as to admit 

hem. 

“ Let mé state briefly what I consider to be 
the historical position of this question, in order 
that we may arrive at the intention of the Gen- 
eral Conference of 1872, so as to admit the lay 
delegation. While some here have denied that 
we can here inquire into that matter, on the 
ground that we must submit to the 


the old maxim that the intent of the law makers 
is the law. The highest courts in this State and 
the highest courts in the world have promul- 
gated that conclusion, and it cannot be denied 
successfully, 

“This movement began carly in the century. 
So long as this body was composed ouly of cler- 
ical delegates there was a considerable portion 
of our church demanding that layiien should be 
admitted to the councils of the church. The #gi- 
tatours sent petition after petition, which came 
up Conference after Conference, Sut during all 
these years, running far up into 50 years of our 
history, there never was a petition coming to 
the General Conference asking for the admission 
of women; there never was a petition coming to 
the General Conference signed by women; there 
hever was a Conference held in whieh a sligle 
Womau, a member of our church, took part. In 
1830 «a portion of our church seceded and 
formed the Protestant Methodist Church 
upon this very question—because they were 
denied lay representation. The secedera who 
formed the Protestant Methodist Church on the 
question of lay representation did not admit 
women, and have not down to the present day. 
I think Lam correct in my history that, down to 
the meeting of the General Conference—down 
to 1868—there. never had been any suggestion 
that, in the proposed change of the law, women 
were to be admitted, and I submit that when 
the General Conference voted on the question 
of lay delegates it did not enterinto the minds 
ofany of them, so far as we have any public 
history, that there was any idea of adinitting 
women as delegates, and when the question wae 
subinitted to the Anntial Conference it was not 
ailggested that women were tou be admitted. 80, 
I think, that the chain of history is completed. 
None of the lawmakers had in their minds 
any. intention to bring women as dele- 
gates into thie body. The lay delegate 
question was submitted to the Annual Confer- 
ence, Which approved of it by a constitutional 
majority, and was brought baek to the General 
Conterencs 1: 1872 and conetitutienally av- 
proved by that body. I do not hesitate to say 
that the church at large, when it was called 
upon to express its views on that subject, did 
not suppose that the question of women dele- 
gates was submitted to the people at that time. 
It never entered my mind thatany such prupo- 
sition waa being voted upun. It seems to me, 
then, that the intention of tae lawmakers upon 
this question is complete. 

“Now as to the uniform principle of the 
churoh on questions of this kind, Those who 
favor the admission of women as delegates, ur- 
der the law as it now stands, base their claims 
almost entirely upon a definition, upon a tech- 
ni¢ality, and upon a resolution passed by the 
General Conference in 1872, in which it said in 
all matters touching the election of lay delegates 
all members of the church other than those 
members of an Annual Conference should 
have the right to be delegates. I submit 
that the uniform practice of the church 
has borne out that view. How did the 
chureh understand it? For 16 years, down to 
the present year, it did not presume that it 
liad the right to send women as delegates heré, 
and if did het send them. As to the technical 
tefi and its detinition, and as to the state- 
ment that I have made that the intention of 
tie jawmakers is the law, I would,it I had 
the time, read a paper which has been placed 
in my hands by a delegute who has been un- 
able to gain the floor, and which was prepared 
by Judge E. L. Fancher. He was a Judge of 
the Supreme Court of this State, a lawyer, and 
a jurist so eminent that he has always been 
called into the councils of the church when- 
ever legal opifiions were demanded. Judge 
Fancher holds nnueguivocaily that the intention 
of the lawuiakers is the law, and cites decisions 
of our highest courts to prove it, and that 
there can be no question as to what the inten- 
tion of the church was when the constitution 
Was amended to admit laymen and not women.” 


REACHING A VOTE AT LAST, 

Mr. Muller had not uttered his last sentences 
on the fall of the Bishop’s gavel before a dozen 
delegates were on their feet gesticulating and 
endeavoring to secure recognition. The dele- 
gates had become pretty tired of the debates 
for the most part, and were anxious te get back 
to their hotels for lunch. The Bishop recog- 
nized one of them, but béeforé he could open his 


mouth ahother brother had raised the point of 
order that no debate was proper as the previous 
quéstion had been called for. 

The vote as to whethei the substitite should 
be aéeepted showed that it had no following, 
not 30 delegates voting to receive and accept it, 
and the Bishop hastily passed on to the amend- 
tment, tipon which the whole question depended. 
The atiexament read: 

That since there is great interest ih this question, 
anid sinéé the church generally should be Consulted 
in Yegard to such an important matter, therefore, 

Resolved, That we submit to the Annual Con- 
ference the proposition to amend the second rule by 
adding the words, “and said delegates may be men 
or women,” after the words, ‘Two delegates tor an 
Annual Confefence,” so that it will read, “ Nor of 
mere than two lay delegates for &n Annual Con- 
ference, and said delegates may be men or Women.” 

This amendthent had been diseussed with the 
report of the cornimittes against the seating of 
the five Wome, 4nd Was @ proposition that the 
Women themselves did‘not favor as veing a 
haif-way sort of measure, 

The Bishop cautioned all who were not dele- 
gates to remove from the body of the hose, 
and preparations for the decision of the quée- 
tiun that has ecéupied the attention of the big 
Conferente sitce its convening a week ago to- 
duy were made. A call was made that the Yeas 
afid nays be taken, but it Was lost, aud a motivn 
by the Rey. Dr. Ryhett fliat the vote be taken 
by orders met a illite faté. Ex-Gov. Will Cum- 
ack of Lidiana called for a vote by orders froin 
the tanks of thé laymén,; but the Cdnfereiice 
would not have it. 

“Aa matiy as favor the amendment will rise,” 
called out Bishop Ninde. There were 249 to 
stand up for it, and ther 173 Voted against it. 
The result was greeted with applause by many 
of the delegates, while the ladies in the boxes 
looked blue. The Rev. Dr: Buckley then asked 
that the report of the committee with the 
amendnient be read, atid Dr. Motiroé read it so 
tliat all could understand liow the matter stood. 

Theh thé Rev. Dr. Fiood of the ministerial 
delegates asked that the vote on the amended 
report be takéh by ofderts, and «x-Gov. Camback 
Gid the same in behalf of the lay delegation. 
Atiotlief delegate mover that the yeas and nays 
be taken, aid both motivns were carried, This 
made the voting much longer, buf gave the 
bretitron aechahce to see just how thelf ministerial 
and lay Gulleagues placed themselves on recurd. 

A délegate theh réised a little hain by moving 
that the resolutions be divided and voted for 
seriatim. Cries of ‘No, no,” arose from ail over 
the house, aiid the Bishop did not think it worth 
while even to call for a vote on the question. 

E-Gov. Cumback got up to say something, 
When Dr. Buckley, seeifig hiti, shouted: “TI ob- 
ject, Mr. President, to Mr. Cumback standing up 
50 much among the ministerial delegates.” 

“Tam potup halfso much among the minis- 
ters as Dr. Buvkisy is auiong the laymen,” 
shouted back ex-Gov. Cumback. 

The Rev. D. A. Jordan, who had returned East 
accbmpanying the body of Delegate Leavitt 
Bates, who died oh Stunday night, was excused 
by the Conference. 

The voting on the amended report was watched 
with much interest. The delegates were called 
in alphabetical order, and each.responded to his 
convictions. There were only five or six dele- 
gates absent. When Si-Ek-Ong, the Chinese dele- 
gate, voted against the report and favored 
allowing the women seats in the Conference a 
great cheer weit up. Another broke forth 
when Mr. Chestnut’s name was called, and tho 
entire assemblage indulged in a laugh. Even 
the solemn Bishops could not restrain a smile. 
Mr. Chestnut voted “ yea.” . 

During the voting two or three delegates by 
mistake answered for others, and the Secretary, 
to verify thé result, Went over thé roll a second 
time. It was well he did, as the vote was close, 
and it prevented any chalienging of the result 
after warta. 

The Bishop antounced that a majority of 
both orders having voted in favor of adopt- 
ing the report as amended it.was adopted. 
delegates cried for the figures. They were as 
follows: Muinisters—159 in favor of the report, 
122 awainst it; laymen—78 in favor and 76 in 
the negative. The lay vote was a surprise in 
its closeness. 

The Conference was immediately adjourned 
with the singing of the doxology; and the dele- 
gates Weht to their hotels in groups, discussing 
the result, ; 


THE WOMEN NOT CAST DOWN. 
The ladies who have beon so patiently waiting 
to find out whether they would be admitted to 
their places departed feeling that they had 
made a good fight, though defeated. They will 
now begin the formidable task of carrying 
three-fourths of the Annual Conference. In 


speaking of the contest, one of them said that 
they had done no personal canVassing, nor in 
auy organized method attempted to gain their 
seats, They had come gg tg that when the 
laymen were taken intv the Conterence they 
were included, and that they had as much right 
there as the lay representatives. 

The long discussien occurring at the com- 
mencement of the session has been # boon to 
the delegates. as it has prevented the accou- 
plishmetit of any work by the committees, They 
have had the afternoons and evenings to them- 
selves, and an ample opportunity to visit the 
prominent places’ in the city and vicinity. Al- 
most all are accompanied by their wives or rela- 
tives, aud many brought their entire families. 
They have visited ali the city sights, and are 
now ready for the aetive work of the Confer- 
ence. 

Tnis evening there will be 4 mass meeting held 
inthe Opera House under the auspices of the 
Freedmen’s Aid Soviety.

J. HENRY WORK’S BAD MEMORY OF HIS 
FIRM’S CHARGES. 

The inquiry in the contest over the will 
of.the widow of A, T. Stewart was continued 
yesterday in the Surrogate’s Court. J. Henry 
Work, a member of the law firm of Davies, 
Work, McNamee & Hilton, who did a good deal 
of work for the Stewart estate and allied inter- 
eets for several yeara following the death of Mr. 
Stewart, was the witness. He brotight the 
books and office records supposed to contain the 
firm’s financial accounts for the period in ques- 
tion. Judge Hilton and his sons, Prescott Hall 
Butler, the contestant, and the counsel who 
have appeared before occupied their former 
places, excopt that Lester W. Russell had pushea 
his ohair back along the proponent’s table until 
it steod nearly where Mr. Conkling’s chair 
used to be. Mr. Conkling was remembered at 
the opening of court, when Mr. Russell present- 


ed @ paper expressing the regrets of his asso- 
ciliates and himself, which was entered on the 
court minutes, ; 

Then Mr. Choate applied the tweezers to Mr. 
Work. It was a hard, dry, and almost fruitless 
task throughout the morning session. The wit- 
ness could not remember specific charges, or 
through what channel payments were made 
for servicos, nor did the books throw much light 
upon the questions in which Mr, Cheate was 
most interested. Mr. Choate asked the witness 
about the transfer by Mrs. Stewart to Judge 
Hilton of 100 shares of Chemical Bank stock 
and of other stock in which thé transfer pa- 
pers were ‘silent upon the subject of consid- 
eration.” The witness knew nothing of such 
transfors, 

Recalling the witness to the circumstances 
attending the execution of Mrs. Stewart's will, 
Mr. Choate asked, with significant stress of 
voice, if Mr. Work knew, when he was asked to 
witness the execution of the will, that the other 
Wituesses were to be Judge Hilton’s son and lis 
law partner and the counsel to Judge Hilton, 
Judge Davies. The question was not answered 
until duly modified. Mr. Work knew, of course, 
who were expected on that occasion. 

* Did Mrs. Stewart seem free from restraint 
When shu signed the will ?” 

“She did not seem to be under the slightest 
reatraint.” 

“Do you know that she was free from Judge 
Hilton at that time ?”’ 

‘I did not see him there.” 

“Do you know that Mrs. Stewart was ac- 
qualnted with the contents of the will? Did she 
read it, or was it read to her in your presence ?”

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A BIG HAUL OF GAME. 


FRANK KENTS EXPERIENCE WITH A 
FOX, RACCOONS, AND A BEAR. 

Warts LAKk, N. Y., May 7.—The most ex- 
traordinary of all hunting stories is told of Frank 
Kent, who lives in the wild region about Sac- 
kett’s Pond, this county. He was at work in his 
yard when he saw his deg suddenly make for 
the woods as fast as itcould run. In a few min- 
utes he heard sounds ofa strucgie between the 
dog and some other avimal Kont got his gun 
and ran tothe spot. He found his dog and a 
large red tox fighting. The fox whipped the dog 
in short order, and the dog sneaked back home. 
The fight took place infront of a hole in the 
rocks, into which the fox quiekly disappeared. 
Kent made an investigation and found that the 
cavity in the rocks was not deep, and he pushed 
a forked stick down into it, found the fox with 
it, twisted the stick until it had taken @ firm 


hold if tne tox’s skin, drow the animal out at 
the end ef the stick, and made it a prisoner. 
Kent started home with his prize, but had gone 
only afew steps when a small animal flashed 
aOTO8S ab Opening in front of him and wae im- 
mediately followed by another of the same 
kind. Close behind the two pounded a large 
gray animal. The first two were raccoons, and 
they were being pursued by a wildcat. The 
’coons scrambled into a hollow log. The wild- 
cat, quickly discovering Kent, did not stop until 
it had gone a hundred yards further on. Then it 
climbed @ ehestnut tree and crouched on a 
branch. Kent hastily took off his suspenders, 
ticd them together, and with them tethered the 
fox to a sapling by both hind legs. He then ran 
to the hollow log wheré the ’coons had taken 
refuge and closed up both ends with chunks of 
wood. The wildcat stili remained in the chest- 
nut trée in plain sight watching Kent’s proceed- 
inga. Kent walked toward it, but it stood ita 
ground, bristling up and showing inclination 
for a fight. Kent went close to the tree, and, ag 
the animal crouched as if to spring, sent arifle 
ball through its heart. It fell to the ground and 
died instantly. 

The report of the gun had hardly dica away 
when Kent heard a crashing in the underbrush 
off to his right. He thought one of his cows had 
wandered into the woods. He went in the 
brush to investigate and waa surprised to come 
face to face with a large bear dragging itself 
along with both hind feet in a heavy steel trap. 
Keut was obliged to shoot the bear twice before 
he killed it. After waiting a few minutes to seo 
whether he would becalled uponto kill anything 
more that trip, and, nothing further presenting 
itself, Kent statted if to round upiis game. He 
went back to the fox first, and got there just in 
time, for Reynard had struggled until he had 
freed ons of his legs from tha susvenders 
and would soon have had the other loose. Kent 
took the fox home and put it in his smokehouse. 
Then he went and brought in the dead wildcat. 
Taking a feed bag, he weat to the bellow log 
where he had imprtsonsd the’coons. He re- 
inoved the pieces of wood from one end of the 
log with a stick and the’coona rushed out into 
the bag. Kent took the bag off of the log and, 
throwing it over his shoulder, ¢arried the ’coons 
home and turned them into his woodhouse. 
Then he went out and dragged in the carcass of 
the bear. A neighbor claimed the latter because 
the trap was his, bit Kent said he ought to be 
entitled to it as areWard for saving the heigh- 
bor’a trap for him. The matter was compro- 
Inised by an equal division of the carcass and 
drawing lots forthe skin. Kent won it. His 
great haul of game occupted altogether not more 
than a quarter of an hour from start to finish. 


TRYING 10 GRAB A PIER. 


A RAILROAD’S LITTLE SCHEME THROUGH 
LEGISLATIVE INTERFERENCE. 

The anxiety of New-York Assemblymen 
to confer valuable privileges upon wealthy cor- 
porations, for no apparent céonsideration. or 
other reason than that the corporations ask for 
them, was never more clearly illustrated than 
it was last Thursday in the passage of Assem- 
blyman Bankson T. Morgan’s bill for the pur- 
pose of turning over to the exclusive use of the 
New-York ahd New-England Railroad Company 
Pier 45, on the East River, the largest and best 
pier remaining for general publie use. The 
pier has for a quarter of a century been the 
landing place of the largest sailing vessels that 
enter the harbor, because there is a constant 
depth of water there of from 24 to 27 feet deep- 
er than atany other pier along the East River, 


and the tradé that made the pier and requires 
its continued use in commMOn With fhe geheral 
publie has @stablished itself and grown up in 
thé neighborhood. 

The New-York and New-Ehgland Railroad 
Company leaseu this pier from the owners, and 
bot satisfied toshare its privileges with other 
carriers, procured Assemblyman Morgan to in- 
troduce a bill to give it the privilege of erecting 
an incjosed shed on the pier, which would shut 
out all others from its use. The bill was re- 
ported advefsely Apri! 13 by a vote of 5 to4 of 
the Conimittee on Cities. But influences were 
brought to bear on Gallagher of Buffalo, and he 
changed his vote to favor the bill, and the report 
was made favorable by 5 to 4. It came upon its 
passage April 27, and failed by 31 to 31, no 
quorum yoting. Assembiyman Husted became 
intefested and last Thursday if secured 68 
Votes, three more than enough, and went to the 
Senate. It will comé up for consideration before 
the Senate Committes on Commerce and Navi- 
gation this afterhgun and will be opposed 
by several important business interests of this 
eity, including the Maritime Association, Mer- 
cantile Exchange, Lumbermen’s Association, 
Building Material Exchange, and many inde- 
pendent warehousemen and shippers. They say 
that this is the host important of the three re- 
maining public piers between the bridge and 
Grand-street. There aré long lines of bulkhead 
&long here, and there is nothing to prevent the 
New-York and New-England Railroad Conipany 
from acquiting water rights and building a pier. 
Any other pier wenld doit just as well, for its 
car-floats do not draw at any time over eight 
feetof water. The piers that are devoted to 
public and general wharfing are fast disappear- 
ing. Out of the whole tumber, 132, there are 


only 10 that are dévoted to general use. ms
